| ‘Washington, April 23.—Republican 
embers of the senate committee, 
Which is charged with the duty of fix- 
ing the responsibility for the prevail- 
ing high prices of necessities of life, 
late today decided to abandon the at- 
tempt to get the senate to sanction 
the future expenditure of $65,000 to 
earry on the inquiry. 


The decision will be communicated 


to the senate by Chairman Lodge, prob- 
ably on Monday, and at the same time 
he is expected to assert that “nothing 
but a democratic filibuster could have 
prevented the passage of the resolu- 
tion.” 

Republicans to Probe. 

The committee, or at least its re- 
publican membership, composed of Sen- 
ators Lodge, Gallinger, Smoot and Mc- 
Cumber, intend to go on with the work, 
notwithstanding the failure of the res- 
Olution. They say they have contend- 
ed from the outset they had authority, 
under the resolution by which the com- 
mittee was created, to carry on the in- 
vestigation, and asked the senate’s ap- 
proval because the cost of inquiry was 
HMkely to be more than was anticipated. 

The debate on the resolution for the 
appropriation of $65,000 has continued 
for more than a week during the two 
hours available each day prior to the 
taking up of the railroad bill. Demo- 
eratic senators have charged that the 
progenitors of the inquiry had as their 
Plain motive the acquittal of the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff law as the cause 
of the recent increases in prices of 
food. 

Just Politics, Say Democrats. 

Insisting that this was nothing but 
politics in the investigation they hav 
fought vigorously the attempt of th 
republicans to bring the resolution t. 
a vote. 

Senaors Lodge, Smoot, Root, Aldric! 
Gallinger, Flint and numerous other 
Were parties to the agreement not t 
further press the Lodge resolution 
They took the position in their confer 
énce that the inquiry would go on jus 
the same and that the democrats woul. 
“have to bear any odium that may at- 
tach to the failure of the senate t:

Lodge Is Exultant. 

Sénator Lodge was particularly ex- 
ultant over the situation.

Rome, April 23.—The proposed visit 
of the Prince of Monaco to Rome has 
resulted. in .a new protest from the 
vatican, where the prince’s act is con- 
sidered a pefsonal offense to the pope. 
It {6 officially announced that the 
prince would arrive in Rome on April 
24 and would be received by the king 
the following day. His lecture on 
“Oceanography” is arranged for 
April 26. 

In an exchange of communications 
between the holy see and the prince, 
the latter explained that he was not 
coming to. Rome as a ruler, but as a 
scientist to give a lecture. The vati- 
Can answered that it could not admit 
such sophistry nor‘ separate the per- 
sonality of a ruler from that of a 
scientist. The vatican has no repre- 
sentative in the princtpality of Monaco 
and is only awaiting the attitude of 
the prince while in Rome and will 
then decide upon what form its official 
protest will take. 

In the meantime a further communi- 
cation has been sent to the prince re- 
calling that Catholic heads of states 
are bound. by special ties to the pantiff 
and must uphold his dignity, independ- 
ence and rights. It is pointed out that 
the prince might give his iecture else- 
where, but not in Rome, where “while 
the full and lasting independence of 


the spoliation suffered by the pontiff.” 

Continuing, the communication says. 

“The papacy can suffer the situation 
created .by the events of 1870, but 
cannot accept it or permit pubiic 
vpinion to believe that it has accepted 
it. To this end it chooses several

“The e6ssentiais for developing the 
highest possibilities of the waterway 
as a factor in transportation are few 
and simple. 

“First. A permanent commission au- 
thorized to expend appropriations in 
its discretion upon national waterways 
in the order of their importance. 

“Second. A comprehensive plan, in- 
cluding the classification of rivers and 
canal routes according to relative val- 
ue and also including such reservoir 
and slack-water work as may be re 
quired to carry each project to suc- 
cess. This plan in its essentials to be 
adopted by the commission at the out- 
set and adhered to without interfer- 
ence by congress or any department. 

“Third. Insistence upon the devel- 
opment of trunk lines first, and upon 
a depth that will make these real car- 
riers of commerce able to aid the rail- 
roads in their taks by transporting 
bulky freight economically and with 
reasonable expedition.

This is a subject that has been 
constantly before my mind for the past 
five years or more and I believe that 
by far the most practical and beneficial 
method of securing this important as- 
set is through the establishment of a 
great battlefield driveway that will 
completely encircle the city, connect 
the many battlefields, strategic and 
historic centers together with our 
parks, pleasure grounds and points of 
special interest, such as will afford one 
ef the greatest driveways in this 
country and at the same time add tre- 
mendous value to property in every 
section of the city. 

“That such a battlefield driveway 
would be the means of bringing thou- 
sands of tourists and visitors to Atlanta 
is best proved by the fact that similar 
improvements in other cities have been 
the means of attracting both travel- 
ers and capital for the further im- 
provement of battlefields by the rais- 
ing of monuments, etc,, to the memory 
and heroism of the troops engaged on 
both sides. 

“Such a driveway has already re- 
ceived the hearty support and enthusi- 
astic indorsement of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, at a recent reunion 
of this big organization of old sol- 
diets, who fought on the federal side.

Then as the 
city and county secure the necessary 
funds, the course of this reduction pipe 
could be made into a great pleasure 
speedway, in a way similar to the 
great speedway in New York city 
and Philadelphia. Such a driveway

STATE MUST AUTHORIZE 
COMPANY TO DO BUSINESS 
Otherwise, the Law Will Not 


Aid in Enforcing Insur- 
ance Contracts. 


For the information of the public, 
Comptroller General Wright calls at- 
tention to the fact that no contract of 
insurance with a company outside the 
state and which is not authorized by 
@ state charter or license to do busi- 
ness in this state, can be enforced, and 
that the company and the policy-hold- 
er, under such conditions, make the 
contract at their own risk, 

This principle of law was laid down 
in a decision handed down by the court 
of appeals not long ago in the case of 
Jalonick v. Greene County Oil Com- 
pany. 

General Wright says he is informed 
that a number of insurance companies 
which are located outside the state 
issue insurance policies to persons in 
Georgia from their foreign offices, and 
he states that the company, under the 
law, cannot enforce payment of the 
premium, nor can the policy-holder 
enforce payment of his insurance. 

In part the decision of the court is: 

“No insurance company, domestic or 
foreign, and no individuals or asso- 
ciation of individuals, can legally 
transact any business of insurance of 
any kind or description in the state 
without first procuring from the in- 
surance commissioner the license re- 
quired to carry on such business in this 
State, and no contract of insurance 
On property situated in this state, no 
matter whether the transaction of in- 
surance is made in this state or else-

TAFT TO SWITCH 
ON THE TARIFF

At St.Louis He’llPromise. 
Revision Downward. | 


In His Address to the Farmers’ 
Union It Is Said the President 
Will Abandon-Defense of the 
Tariff--G. O. P. Leaders Fear 
Defeat.

Washington, April 23.—(Special.)— ' 


When President Taft appears before 
the farmers of the country at St. Louis 
next month he is expected to abandon 
his former unhappy defense of the 
tariff and pledge a further revision 
downward at an early date, along ac- 
curate and scientific lines. 
Trying to Avoid Defeat. 

This course has been agreed upon 
after a conference with the congres- 
sional leaders, as the only possible 
means of avoiding an annihilating de- 
feat in the congressional elections of 
this fall. 

Cold shivers have chased themselves 
up and down the spines of republican 


congressmen ever since the announce- 
ment of the recent election results in 
Massachusetts and New York. They 
recognize that the tariff is at the bot- 


tom of most of their troubles. There- 
fore they will go before the country 
again with a promise to revise the, 
tariff, scientifically, with the aid of a 
tariff commission. 

The initial effort to mollify insurgent 
sentiment will be made by the presi- 
dent on his western trip, probably 
when he addresses the Farmers’ Union 
gathering. He wants to make the 
speech in the insurgent west, and 
thinks it would have good effect if he 
made the promise first to the producers 
of the country. 

To Silence Criticism. 

It is expected to silence criticism 
and reconcile the different factions in 
his own party. The democrats will 
make the fight this fall on the tariff 
issue, If they carry the house, as 
is considereq most probable, they will 
immediately proceed to enact a new 
tariff law. With the tide of the sen- 
ate insurgents they expect to place 
such a bill before the president for 
his signature.

“We revised the tariff as best we

Lesson From Carthage. 


New York, April 23.—(Special.)— 
Chancellor David C. Barrow, of the 


University of Georgia, attended the 
meeting of the Georgia Society here to- 
night and délivered the chief address 


at the immense banquet which was 


attended by nearly every member and 
& number of prominent guests. 

Chancellor Barrow is an interesting 
_ Speaker and his speech to the Georgia 
. Society was an able effort. 

The address follows: 

It is good to be here with you. It 
is to be at home. Home is not a place. 
Home is péeple. To own a palace amid 
unfriendly people is to be homeless. 
To dwell itn poverty with those we 
love is home. You make this home. 

Down yonder, where we come from, 
the mountains still stand guard on 
the north, the great plain offers its 
wealth in the south, and the dogwood 
blossoms in the pines on the slopes be- 
tween. 

The coves in the mountains are 
finding men who know how to value 
the riches they hold, the red hills are 
being more kindly treated, and the 
life blood in ffiose hills is not poured 
out and wasted as it was yesterday. 
Down on the plain the pines have 
been wasted, but the land remains and 
we are learning how to coax its treas- 
ures out. 

Atianta Still Preeminent.

I come to you with the statement of 
our problem and the story of our en- 
deavor. Some of us have brooded over 
this problem until it seemed as hope- 
less as the effort to free Israel from 
Midian appeared to Gideon of-old. Nor 
yet has the dew-wet fleece come to in- 
spire hope. 

Our problem is one of education 
If it has been solved by any people 
placed in our situation, we of Georgia 
would be glad to know where the 80- 
lution can be had. 

Nine-twentieths of the people of 
Georgia are negroes. Most of the 
eleven-twentieths are the descendants 
of those hardy men who came to the 


new world in the days when only the | 


étout-hearted ventured to come. Here- 
in we count ourselves fortunate. 


Problems Georgia Faces. 


How shal! eleven-twentleths of 
white men compete with twenty-twen- 
tleths of white men, and at the same 
time care for the nine-twentieths of 
the weaker race? This is the problem 
which Georgia faces and it is suf- 
ficiently serious. 

We have passed through the sur- 
face phases of the problem and are now 
facing the more serious and subtle 
Ganger. Let me rehearse a little while, 
for I remember things that are past. 

First, after the demolition came the 
fear of domination, negro domination. 
This seems like a nightmare now, and 
it had the horror of the nightmare 
while it was on. Think of the waste 
and wantonnesss of those years 50 
short tn time, so lopg in sequence. The 
time when ignorange was directed by 
greed and hate and held control in a 
travesty on government. This is not 
said in bitterness, for the time !s past 
and we have awakened from our 
Gream. We went through a hardstrial 
but we saved the states. Prejudiced 
indeed is the mind that does not re- 
joice in tthe salvation of these fair 
states from blind pilots and their ig- 
norant misrule. 

Who today would see Georgia made 
a Liberia? Instinct of self-preservation 
and reason both demanded that we 
rescue our land from the blight which 
had fallen upon it. Desperate, we used 
the only means we had. Much con- 
tumely has been heaped upon us, but 
we have abided the time of justifica- 
tion and it has come. 


Finest Specimens of Negro Race. 


Last month I spoke at a gathering 
of negroes. I told the people there 
assembled that the negroes of the 
south were beyond comparison the fin- 
est specimens of the negro race, and 
that they should bear this in mind and 
behave themselves as became the lead- 
‘s ina race. As it chanced there wag 
present one of the three commissioners 
sent by the president to investigate 
conditions in Liberia. He told the 
audience that what I said was quite 
true, ending with the remark, “You 
are living in another world from the 
negroes of Liberia.” 

I mention this story to show that the 
freedom of the south from negro domi- 
nation has not been accomplished by 
the degradation of-the negro, but rath- 
er that the people of the south have 
developed the best strain of negroes 
if you will excuse the language of 
husbandry, which can be found. 

After we became free from the fact 
and then the fear of domination, amal- 
gamation became our problem. This 
we have Yegislated to prevent, preached 
against and outlawed in every way we 
can. It is my opinion that this great 
danger and evil has passed from the 
public mind as a matter of dread. 

I come now to discuss the phase of 
this question, which I believe is at 
present working, has always been at 
work, and which is the final and dead- 
ly harm, which operates in such subtle 
manner that it has never been suffi- 
clently met to counteract its. baleful 
influence. 

Danger From Comparizcn. 

Fer lack of a better name I will call 
this. the danger from comparison. I 
gE that the constant association 
wi an undeveloped race, tends to 
lead people to think that no great ef- 
fort is needed to excel. In our efforts 
to interest people in education, par- 
ticularly higher education, we find a 
strange apathy based on the belief 
that they already know enough. Be- 
cause I am more intelligent than a 
member of a@ poorer-developed race 
ig not a reason for being indifferent to 
the necessity for greater advance in 
education, but we find it hard to make 
people see this. This is not pleasant 
talk. I do not like it myself. I 
would much prefer to dwell among the 
honeysuckle and think of the dogwood 
in the pines. If it must be said let us 
say it ourselves. Let us realize the 
danger and then we will be prepared 
to meet it. In our American continent 
we find the invasion of the white race 
a the black man and the story is not 
old enough to see the end. We can. 
however, learn something from the in-

I find in our state a satisfaction 
with educational conditions 
causes anxious thought.

Are purity 
of Anglo-Saxon ancestry, courage and 
endurance to dwarf in narrow satis- 
faction? I pray not. 

Negro Will Drift Westward. 


In these twenty-twentieths white 
men states I see great interest and 
pride in the institutions of higher 


on colleges already rich, if any col- 


lege can be called rich, but we are hug- ' 


ging ourselves and thinking we are 
doing great things. The exploitation 
of Our state by better educated peopie 


is only a matter of time, and when we |. 
consider the ownership of our corpora- | 
tions, forests and waterpowers the time : 


is short. 

Some men are thinking these same 
thoughts, but sO many, sO many regard 
me as monomaniac on education that l 
find my doubts arising as to my own 
sanity and wonder if real ground for 
my fear exists. 


This great problem of the races has 
not been solved, and we cannot see its 
solution. I believe, ag far as our state 
is concerned, the negro will gradually 
drift westward. This seems the pres- 
ent tendency, but the censug may dis- 
prove this, as my observation is lim- 
ited. One thing I see, and see clearly: 
If eleven-twentieths of the population 
of Georgia are white, and twenty- 
twentieths of the population of another 
state belong to the white race, Georgia 
must educate her eleven, or she will 
be exploited. Our probiem calls for 
strong men—men versed in modern 
learning, and especially men of sterl- 


ing character. More than others, we 
need strong men; less than others, we 
seem to realize the need. 


Burdens Are Heary. 


The burdens we bear are very great. 
Our pension list calls for nearly 
$1,000,000 of our state’s revenue, nor 
‘would I withdraw one cent from this 
sacred cause. «In g most real sense 
this money is spent for education, for 
it teaches young men that there is 


raid to the man at the front; the man 


gratitude for sacrifice; that courage 


‘and endurance are qualities .to be ad- 


mired; that guccess is not necessary to 
heroism. 

I have ever found the legislature ready 
to do all that it feels itself able to do 
for the university and all of its branch- 
es. The great difficulty is to lead the 
people to realize that we are in danger 
of falling behind. We find rents 
far more willing to educate their girls 
than their boys. It ig this fact, as 
much as any one thing, that makes me 
dread that our people are not prepar- 
ing to meet their problem; do not real- 
ize the burden which they must bear; 
Go not see the competition of the fu- 
ture. I know them well, and I know 
they do not expect their girls to pro- 
vide for the negro race, nor do they 
expect them to meet the invasion of 

etter educated whites. I see too much, 
t may be, but I see clearly; or believe 
I see clearly, that we must prepare 
now to bear our burden and maintain 
our land. 

Another reason that makes me feel 
that we do not apprehend our problem 
is the failure of our men of wealth to 
place this wealth at the call of the 
youth. The spirit of giving is not in 


the land. Surely, if our people realized 
that with 6,000 we must meet him that | 


cometh with 10,000, you could not keep 


them from responding to the needs of | 


Our colleges. They do not see it. I 
am no advocate of the division of the 
rich man’s property. I wish to be un- 
derstood. If he sees no need, let him 
Sive no relief. His children will see, 
but will they be able to meet the com- 
petition? 


Must Make Strong White Men. 


As to the ultimate settlement of the 
problem of two races, I venture no 
suggestion. As to the present duty, my 
opinion is clear and decided. Our plain 
duty, our imperative need, is to me 
manifest. We must make the strong- 
est white men of our people. Large- 
minded, patriotic, enduring men, the 
south must have. Blessed be the man 
who aids in this work, for he is help- 
ing to save his people. 

The present problem of the south is 
not to devise means of keeping down 
the negro, but rather to spend every 
effort, exhaust every means for build- 
ing up the white man. 

A devout old gentleman, of great 
thoughtfulness, once told me that God 
had more confidence in the people of 
the south than He had in any other 
people, or He would not have given 
them this heaviest of all burdens to 
bear. Let us help the negro to help 
himself, and lighten the burden if we 
can, but above all else, our duty is 
plain to strengthen our backs for the 
burden. Ignorance cannot lHft this 
burden, narrowness cannot bear it. 

I have given you the statement of 
our problem, and I will now give the 


‘story of such effort at solution as we 


are making. The solution, the only so- 
lution which seems possible, is Sunes. 
tion. In this time education controls 
the world. Even the new forces, as if 
electricity, are expressed in terms of 
the educated, and force directed by ed- 
ucated skill, makes blind force power- 
less. The problem of the south is a 
Problem of society. It is the problem 
of the state. As far as the limit of 
taxation will permit, Georgia meets 
her responsibility. 


Appropriations for Farmers. 


In four years’ time her appropria- 
tions fer the special education of the 
farmer have grown until they have be- 
come as great as were her appropria- 
tions to all other departments of the 
university four years ago. Material 
advance has been made in the appro- 
priation of every one of the branch 
colleges, so that they have not suffer- 
ed by the Hberality to the farmer. 

This liberality ig due, in its last 
analysis, to an appreciation of the 
truth, that on the farmer falls the 
brunt and burden of solving our great 
problem. Possibly it would not be thus 
plainly stated, but the underlying truth 


would be seen in the reasons given. | 


With us in Georgia the education of 
the farmer ig the education that is 
most directly in point, most urgently 
needed in the meeting of our special! 
condition. We feel that when our sup-

COTTON OIL MARKET 


IRREGULAR PAST WEEK 


Break in Cotton Prices 
and Decline in Lard 
Affected Cotton Oil. 


New York, April 23.—(Special.)—The 
week has been productive of unusual 
developments which have afforded ma- 
terial for both sides of the cotton oil 
market and the week’s movement is 
best described as ftrregular. The break 
in cotton last Monday had a depressing 
influence on the oil deliveries and 
values yielded materially from the re- 
The sharp downward 
movement in cotton came like a thun- 
derbolt out of a clear sky and was due 
to the sensational announcement that 
& suit had been brought by the govern- 
ment against the so-called bull leaders, 
Supposed to be acting as a poo] in bull- 
ing the cotton market. This was Hs- 
cussed actively throughout the oil trade 
and proved the cause of a good deal of 
Selling and liquidation, as well as bear 
pressure. This, with the good rains 
reported over the Mississippi valley 
Siates, Alabama and Georgia, relieved 
the trade of al] further apprehension 
of the lack of moisture for a good and 
early start to the new crop and it 
made it rather difficult to stem the 
selling movement. 

In addition to an uncertain cotton 
Situation, the oil market had to con- 
tend with a substantial decline in lard 
Values. 
was not entirely unlooked for, as re- 
cent heavy arrivals of hogs at western 
packing points have resulted in much 
lower prices for live stock. A few 
weeks ago hogs sold at the highest 
price since the civil war, thus at- 
tracting heavy shipments. In view of 
the increased hog receipts and a de- 
cline in grain, the reaction in the lard 
market is looked upon as a natural 
consequence. 

On the other hand, the scarcity of 
crude oil and the continued strength 
of the market has been a feature which 
attracted important consideration. As 
the week progressed more attention 
was manifested in the real position of 
crude oil. Supplies of crude at 
present in the hands of the independ- 
ent mills are estimated at 200 tanks.

DULL DURING WEEK 


Cloud 
Seems to Be Hanging 
Over Market. 


; By Ralph Emerson. 

New York, April 23.—(Special.)— 
Aside from the financial failure of the 
meeting of the shareholders of the 


Uniteqd States Steel Corporation this 


week, ‘the publication of the bigger 
stOck owners has given rise to an in- 
teresting inquiry which shows, with a 
few exceptions, that the market has 
become much wider than {t was a year 
ago. Out of ten standard industrial 
and railroad corpbrations, the number 
of shareholders have increased to a 
great extent, showing a healthy broad- 
ening of the investment market. As 
the market stands now there seems to 
be an intangible cloud of uncertainty 
hanging over it. . 

During the week the underlying 
tone was dull with the declines over- 
balancing the advances generally 
speaking. The uncertainty, however, 
seems to arise from financial causes, 
rather than from natura] developments 
in the railroad and industrial fields. 
This;:may be due, to some extent, to 
the influence of foreign capital, for the 
holdings of stocks and bonds abroad 
has come to such a pass that consider- 
able*influence is wellded by the Eu- 
ropean capitalists. 

The outward gold movement  con- 
tinues unabated with the outlook now 
that the high money rate prevailing in 
Holland may draw American metal to 
that center. Today $4,830,000 worth of 
gold was shipped from New York— 
$3,000,000 going to London and the bal- 
ance to South America. This brings 
the total exports in the present gold 
movement up to $16,330,000. The out- 
flow has not had noticeable refiection 
in the money market, although before 
long the market should fee] the effect 
of the heavy exportation for, as Il 
understand, $50,000,000 worth of gold 
will have been sent abroad before the 
movement ceases. 

Increase of Reserves. 7 

Despite the gold exporis, the re- 
serves held here have increased in the 
past five days to the amount of $2,860,- 
000. In spite of the export of $5,530,- 
000 gold, the banks were enabled to 
make this gain through a heavy flow 
of cash from the interior, which 
amounted to $7,893,000 and through a 
gain of $1,397,000 from the subtreasury 
during the week’s operations. There 
were two interesting events this week, 
the first being” the stockholders’ meet- 
ing of the Stée! Corporation and the 
second the issuance of the report of the 
Utah Copper Company, with an ac- 
companying announcement from Gen- 
eral Manager Jackling. The net earn- 
ings of the. Steel Corporation in 1909 
were $107,773,099, a gain of $32,890,670, 
which leads to the persistent belief 
that when the directors meet on Tues- 
day. they will put the common stock 
on a 5 per cent basis. 

The report of the Utah Copper Com- 
pany, issued yesterday, showed the 
gross earnings for 1909 to be $7,227,- 
000. This figure was nearly equal to 
the earnings of the elghteen months 
from July 1, 1907, to December 
$1, 1908, which were $7,682,000. Owing 
to an increase in dividends, however, 
the final surplus of 1909 was only $6990,- 
000. In the report mention is made otf 
the proposed amalgamation of the 
Utah and Nevada companies, the report 
urging such a coalition on the ground: 
that it will increase revenue Dy de- 
creasing operating expenses. General 
Manager Jackling says: ‘‘After deduct- 
ing the total tonnage mine date 
from that contained in the Qj acres 
developed, the net quantity” of ore 
remaining in this area is in excess of 
90,000 tons.” 

The copper market continues dull 
with less exporting than was expected 
for the month. In connection witn 
Pennsylvania railroad’s dividend. pros- 
pects It is interesting to note that the 
earnings of the company in the first 
quarter of this year have been the 
highest for a similar length of time 
in the history of the company. If the 
same traffic conditions are maintained 
through the balance of the year, it 
would be easy to show that the com- 
pany would earn 12 per cent on the 
outstanding stock. 

Promising Outlook in West. 

Following the arrival of Judge 
Lovett in this city when he announced 
sO many optimistic utterances founded 
on his trip through the west, now 
comes the report from Wall street that 
no financing is impending for either 
the Union or Southern Pacific company.

Market Closed Strong~-Three- 
Quarters to One and One- 
Eighth Cents Up. 


Chicago, April 23.—Urged along by 
an insistent demand, wheat prices ad- 
vanced today with only momentary set- 
backs and closed strong from % to 
l%c up. Corn also gained, although 
to a less degree than wheat, whiie 
Oats, braced by fears of cold weather 
Gamage, equalled the advance in wheat, 
September taking on a gain of 1c. 
Provisions fell away from an early ad- 
vance, and closed from 2%c to lbc 
down. 

Weather conditions played a large 
part in the course of wheat prices and 
the low temperatures in different sec- 
tions of the wheat belt gave added em- 
Phasis to reports of crop damage, par- 
ticularly in the Kansas and western 
Nebraska fields. Forecast of freezing 
conditions in the middle west states 
extending south into Missouri, were 
reflected in investment buying of the 
September delivery, which went up 
from 1.00% to 1.01%. Northwestern 
concerns were good buyers of the de- 
ferred option and much attention was 
given by the bulls to the July cereal, 
which advanced from 1.02% to 1.03%. 
May shared in the upturn and closed 
at the top, with a net gain of 1@1%ec, 
at $1.09%. Final figures for July were 
%c higher, at $1.03%, while Septem- 
ber, with a like gain, closed at $1.01%. 

Corn prices showed a healthy tone 
all day, though their gains were more 
modest than those of wheat. An im- 
proved demand for cash corn was an 
important factor and prevailed over 
temporary declines. The price of cash 
corn advanced from % to Ile. No. 2 
yellow « sold at 5914 @60c. The 
Strength of wheat and oats supple- 
mented the influence of the strong cash 
market and kept futures from falling 
away. May traveled between 58% and 
58% @58%, the other deliveries mov- 
ing with it. ; 

The close was strong with May 
%@%c higher, at 58% @58%. 

The volume of trade in the oats pit 
exceeded recent limits and covering Sy 
shorts, together with much new invest- 
ment kept prices advancing most of the 
session. Fears that the low tempera- 
tures experienced and forecast for 
Iowa, Illinois and other fields would 
materially damage the growing plants, 
made September a favorite purchase 
and advanced that option from 881% 
to 39%. The distant delivery close 
at the top 1%c higher. July and May 
moved forward more steadily and also 
closed at the top. May moved from 
42 to 42%, and closed %c higher, while 
July traveled from 40 to 40%, and 
closed %@lc up. 

Provisions started with a mild ad- 
vance in price due to higher figures 
for live hogs and a light western run 
of the animals.

EFFECT OF COLD WAVE 


ON THE COTTON FIELDS 


Bulls Contend That Re- 
' planting Will BeNeces-. 
sary and Seed Scarce. 


New Orleans, April 23.—The net re- 
sults of the week in the cotton market 
are a decline of 2 to & points on the 
old crop months, and a decline of $3 to 
10 points. on the new. The market 
Was narrow throughout the entire 
week. The cold wave had little influ- 
ence; trading wag restrictéd by the 
federal investigation of the market and 
the spot firm failure in Alabama. As 
soon as the week opened, prices were 
influenced unfavorably by the grand 
jury inquiry into the bull condition 
in the New York market, and reports 
of much damage to young crops were 
more or less ignored. Uncertainty 
grew as the week progressed, and the 
failure of Knight, Yancey & Co., of 
Decatur, Ala., served to limit trading 
ali the more. Toward the last of the 
week the average speculator would not 
touch the old crop extensions, and not 
a few bulls transferred their interest’ 


Briefly summed up, the claims of the 
bulls in regard to the new crop were 
that much young cotton was destroyed 
by the cold wave that was more or less 
in evidence all the week in the cotton 
country, and that much seed was rot- 
ting in the ground, instead of germi- 
nating, from the same cause. -This, the 
long side contended, should have re- 
sulted in an advance of from 50 to 75 
points. The bears brought forth many 
reports to prove that cotton had been 
injured only in a few places, and thai 
what was lost was quickly replanted. 
They claimed that the effects of the 
cold were not material. The scarcity 
of seed was made much of by the bull 
side of the market, but bears stand 
that the average planter in the worst- 
provided-for sections had at least a 
planting and a half of seed, and that 
the replanting necessary was not suf- 
ficient to deplete the reserve. At the 
end of the week it was quite generally 
acknowledged that the temperature 
might be warmer, but there was a de- 
cided difference of opinion in regard 
to the condition of the crop. 

The lowest prices were made at the 
beginning of the week, and the highest 
were made on Thursday. At the high- 
est the old crops were only 12 to 18 
over last week’s closing, while the 
new crops were still 1 to 2 points un- 
der the level. In the spot markets, 
prices were advanced 1-16c, middling 
closing at 14%, against 14 9-16 last 
week, and 10 8-16 this week last year. 
Total sales on the spot were 4,200 
bales, against 2,772 last week, and 
6,700 this week last year; sales to ar-

ALLEGED MURDERER CAUGHT 
AFTER TWELVE YEARS’ SEARCH 


Statesboro, Ga., April 23,-—(Special.) 
That the negro brought tm last night 
by Sheriff Kendrick for Andrew Wat- 
son, charged with the murder of An- 
drew Kennedy, a white man, in this 
county twelve. years ago, is the right 
man, there is no doubt. Everyone who 
ever knew Watson in this county who 
has seen him since he was brought 
here are positive in their identification, 
though Watson declares he knows none 
of them. He talked freely last night, 
but today has Kept his silence. 

Watson has a wife living in Savan- 
nah, who lived in Bulloch county with 
him at the time the murder was com- 
mitted, and she will be brought here 
to identify him. He declares that. he 
was married in Dawson about fifteen 
years ago by the ordinary of that 
county, but does not rémember the 
name of the ordinary; that he has 
never been in Bulloch county, and that 
he came to this state with the Alford 
brothers from Orangeburg, S&S. C. 

This declaration as to his advent into 
this state is leading in the right direc- 
tion, as it is a well-known fact that 
the Messrs. Alford came directly from 
South Carolina to Bulloch county, and 
remained here several years. A brother- 
in-law of one of the Alfords was among 
those putting the questions to the ne- 
gro fn the jail last night. He made a 
thorough examination of the negro, and 
is firm in his belief that he.is the 
right man. Not only has he been posi- 
tively identifiéd by white people, but 
several of his former acquaintances 
among his own color have been taken 
to the jail to see him, and each of them

caught. Watson had been trailed from 
state to state for twelve years, and 
many arrests have been made, each 
proving to be the wrong men.

The sheriff 
suspicioned something and wrote the 
negro back that Watson had been 
ktlled in Mississippi about a year ago, 
and his body brought here and posi- 
tively identified by Mr. Mose Bowen, 
with whom Watson had worked. Sher- 
iff Kendrick also wrote the sheriff of 
Douglas and put him on trail of the 
negro. 

Getting back the information that 
the officers of this county no longer 
wanted Watson, as they believed him 
dead, the news was carried to Watson 
by his negro friend, which caused him 
to become bold and make himself 
known. He assumed his old name, 
bought him a small farm near Bain- 
bridge. He was arrested near Bain- 
bridge and taken to Douglas on a mis- 
demeanor warrant and the sheriff of 
this county was notified of the arrest. 
The sheriff did not know Watson and 
sent Mr. Edwin Bowen, of this place, 
to Douglas to make the identification. 
He wired back that Watson had been 
caught .and Sheriff Kendrick left at

STATE’S FIRST TUBERCULOSIS 
RESORT IN HABERSHAM 


With Tuberculosis Sunday observed 
teday universally throughout Georgia, 
it is interesting to recall a bit of re- 
cent history in the fight against the 
plague in the state. 

When the chronicler of this great 
movement makes up his ultimate rec- 
ords, he will find that the original 
open-air sanatorium for the treatment 
of tuberculosis in Georgia was founded 
by Dr. W. C. Bryant, at Turnerville, in 


radical and effectual application of 


natural prineiples. 

But Dr. Bryant thrived gradualiy, 
making head against difficulties, and 
surely building up a ciientele and a 
healthy sentiment. 

A year or so ago he moved his san- 
atorium to Camp Yonah, on the very 
crest of one of the highest mountains 
in the Georgia Blue Ridge, and 3 miles 
from the fret and complications of 
civilization.

The daily practice of deep breathing, 
acquired tn childhood, will make every 
human being, whatever his tendency 
or ancestry, proof against the inroads 
of the bacillus of tuberculosis. There 
should be two half hours given’ up 
during the day’s schooling to the prac- 
tice of deep breathing. 

Proper breathing is an aid to the 
mental and spiritua] faculties, as well 
as to the physical body.

Having been requested to pick the 
man who in my opinion was the great- 
est pugilist this world ever has seén 
and to give the reasons for my selec- 
tion,’ I reply without any hesitation to 
the first question—James J. Jeffries, of 
Los Angeles, Cali. 

The reasons fer my sé@lection may 
require something of a review of fisti- 
ana, although I may say at the outset 
that pugllistic history, generally 
speaking, does not offer any one who 
may be used in close comparison. 
Jeffries seems to me to have been in 
a class all by himself. That he should 
retire as an undefeated champion to 
my mind cuts off nearly ali argument. 

The question has frequently been 
asked, however, as in the case with 
other ring champions, : 
nearly every class of sport, as to what 
position Jeffries would have held had 


and in fact in. 


| 


he been born 10, 20, 50, or even 100, 


years ago. My answer in this case 
would be the same. Jeffries has a va- 
riety of ring accomplishments that no 
ether pugilist ever had, and as I search 
through the pages of history I reach 
the same conclusion, that he stands 
out as the ideal pugilist of all time. 
Old Tactics Lose Value, 

In nearly every decade since the days 
of Figg in 1719, there has been a new 
champion, one man at least who classed 
above all his fellows. From the old 
prints showing the poses assumed in 
the ring by former champions and 
from all I can find in written history 
er have heard during travels about 
the world from those who had a close 


personal contact with former cham- 


pions, and I have made probably more 
ef a study of this matter than any 
ether man, I do not find that the old 
champions had anything that could be 
developed into any value today by our 
fistic champions. 

In a review of this subject we must 
start away back in the old, old days 
when ring contests were held out in 
the open and the followers of the sport 
were largely drawn from the toyghest 
element. This was necessary, because 
@o keen was partisan feeling that when 
either contestant showed signs of de- 
feat the ring ropes were cut and fre- 
quently the man with the toughest 
crowd behind him won the battle. . 

It has taken years to change al! this 
and we of the present day should re- 
Joice at the different conditions that 
now prevail. Boxing contests are now 
held in large auditoriums lighted by 
electricity, attended by men in evening 
dress and frequently by women: there 
are padded ring posts and ropes; hon- 
est referees and large purses to offer a 
pleasing contrast with. conditions of 
other days. And, incidentally, I call at- 
tention particularly to. the fact-that 
the character of.the men engaged has 
much to do with this change. 

Brute Strength in the Past. 

The prints of the early champions 
show a variety of poses in the ring, 
but absolutely no indication of what 
we today call science in boxing... Our 
present-day amateurs would bé- ridi- 


culed should they strike the same at- 
titude as the champions of even 100 
years ago, and that is really only ten 
decades in boxing. They had then to 
develop wrestling skill as well as 
punching ability, and their muscular 
development, I will admit, was some- 
thing to admire. But it was all sum- 
med up in brute strength, and the 
science which now . furnishes the 
piquant sauce to the sport was then 
almost entirely lacking. The same con- 
ditions today beyond the attraction of 
@ novelty would not only kill the sport 
but after the first performance would 
excite the most hostile criticism. 

Coming down, to the time of Jem 
Mace, we really reach the first pugilist 
to study out the scientific side of box- 
ing: He was the founder of this inno- 
vation in pugilism, and to him we owe 
the change that has elevated the sport. 

Corbett Convinces Mace. 

I shall never forget my first intro- 
oneen to Jem Mace some sixteen 
yea ago. He invited me to come 
areund and show him what I had that 
was new in boxing. It was a meeting 
of the old and new champions, and 
I was as glad of the opportunity to 
learn from him as to show my own 
skill. He explained the straight leads 
and straight cross counters that he 
had used so effectively in earlier days, 
and seemed greatly surprised when I 
kindly told him that if they boxed like 
that now the clever men of the new 
school would tear the top of his head 
off. 

To illustrate this fact as he desired, 
and I being the younger man, I said: 
“You lead at me and I'll show you 
something you have never seen.” He 
was simply dumb for a time in his 
astonishment at my skill in avoiding 
his leads. For fmstance, I tried the 
double feint with.both hands and slip- 
ped into a sidestep, at which he let go 
both hands and went out of position 
and at my mercy as the trick is in- 
tended to be used. I followed with al) 
I knew of boxing and the grand old 
man of the ring was greatly pleased 
and warmly eongratulated me on my 
skilt. 

After Mace came Joe Wormald, Joe 
Goss, Tom Allen and Joe Coburn. They 
all simply followed the style of the 
old master as far as they were able to 
master the scientific end of the game, 
each adding a little individuality, but 
nothing that was startling or that had 
not been seen before.

days was the master of Jeffries, and I 
say this because I have s0 often heard 
them compared. 
Charley Mitchell was one man whom 
Sullivan could never whip. Mitchell, 
who had trained in the Mace school, 
was nearer to the present style of box- 
ing than any man of his day. Weight 
was his great handicap. 

Then came Peter Jackson from Aus- 
tralia, who weighed 200 pounds strip- 
ped and was 6 feet 1%-inches in height. 
Jackson, too, had the Mace style as 
improved by Larry Foley, the teacher 
of so many good men from the anti- 
podes. Jackson also was a wonderful 
infighter, a good left-hand jabber, and 
he had a right-hand bad punch capable 
of terrific damage. The one thing 
Jackson lacked was the left-hand 
hook.

It was almost 8 o’clock tonight when 
the fire, which followed a hortheast- 
erly direction from the business sec- 
tion, finally reached the outskirts of 
the city, burning itself out. 

Hundreds of Cottages Burn. 

Hundreds of frame cottages were 
burned to the ground, and while sev- 
eral thousand persons were thus ren- 
dered homeless, there appears to be 
no suffering. That portion of the city 
which escaped the ravages of the fire 
. threw open its doors to the needy. 
and in some instances as many as five 
and six families are being cared for 
in one home. 

The Catholic convent, with several 
hundred inmates, was totally destroyed, 
but the sisters, as well as 
charges, were given immediate shel- 
“ter in the homes of Catholic families 
in the city. 

The origin of the fire is still un- 
known, but an Investigation is being 
.made by the authorities with the view 
of determining the cause. 

While no disorders marked the ex- 
citement which the town experienced, 
the mayor tonight deemed it advis- 
able to enlist the aid of the local com- 
pany of Louisiana state troops and 
the members of this Organization were 
Placed on guard in the burned district. 

The northern half of the business 
portion was completely destroyed, all 
stores, warehouses and other build- 
“ings ‘in that’ section having been 
burned.

Three hotels, including the Clair, 
the Walker and the Waldon, were 
burned, which, with the building ad-

In addition .to,these buildings, the 
Catholic Knights’ hall, the Lake house, 
the Drew building, the city hall, the 
Lake Charles Christian curch, the Bou- 
dreaux market, the Braden warehouse 
and scoreg of small stores, shops, of- 
fice buildings and several hundred res- 
idences Were reduced to ashes. It is 
estimated that the insurance will 
amount to less than -one-third of the 
total loss Incurred through the fire.

Linked With Pinchot. 


“The whole conservation movement 
is now linked up with Mr. Pinchot’s 
views on the subject,” wrote Mr. 
Smith, “so that orthodoxy in the case 
means an agreement with Pinchot. As 
I look at it, any issue is to be raised 
that can be against Secretary Ballin- 
ger, not because of that issue, but be- 
cause Secretary Ballinger is to be over- 
thrown because he opposeg Pinchot’s 
way of conserving. 

“Now there was no criticism of Gar- 
fleld at Spokane, and yet the fight 
came off as planned. The 
was organized, the issues were shaped, 
the orators chosen, the newspapers 
primed—in short, all guns were loaded.

Mr. Smith said this occurred on 
Wednesday afternoon, and that Ballin- 
ger, who was ready to leave, asked 
him to stay behind and refute Pardee’s 
“misstatements” and to stand out in 
the open against Pinchot and his as- 
sociates. He added that he spoke on 
Thursday morning after several ef- 
forts had been made to keep him off 
the platform. 

There to Fight for Pinchot. 

“The governor was there to fight 
Pinchot’s fight,” he went on. “The 
big grab shrunk every hour, and Par- 
dee’s insincerity made a bad impression 
on many of the delegates. I played 
the other game and, while [I didn't 
draw many tears, I was successful 
enough to make them try to gag 
me with a motion to adjourn. 

“The Alaska story leaked, much to 
the disgust of Ballinger’s enemies. I 
am dfraid that the well-meaning con- 
servationists are using the devil's own 
Weapon to fight the interests. 

“Back of it, try to hide it as they 
may, is the issue of whether control 
shall be expected by legislation and 
the making of law, or by administra- 
tion and the construction of law. I 
have yet to learn that any power sites 
have been stolen.”

. Chicago, April 23,—-The eastward-

In the fruit belts of northern, Indi- 
ana, western Michigan, Illinois, lowa, 
Missouri, Minnesota and Wisconsin, 
budding fruit was damaged to the ex- 
tent of millions of dollars, according 
to report from the sections affected. 
Mercury Drops Many Degrees. 

At Buffalo, Chicago, Milwaukee, 
Dubuque and other cities in the path 
of the storm the thermometer dropped 

22 to 28 degrees overnight. 

Lake Michigan was lashed into a 
fury. The Goodrich Line steamer lowa 
was washed ashore between Kenosha 
and Racine, Wis., but was reported in 
no danger. Her passenger list was 
small. 

Because of the blinding snow and 
the howling of the gale, the steamer 
bound from 


this morning, her ice-crusted hulk 
showing inside the river several hours 
late. 

Steamer Beaten Back. 

The steamer Puritan, leaving Chi- 
cago at 11:30 last night, bound across 
the lake, was beaten back to her dock 
today. The small lumber schooner 
Cora was caught 30 miles out by the 
storm and experienced the gravest 
danger in making her way back to her 
wharf. 

Official reports by the local weather 
bureau show that the weather in the 
great lake region will probably con- 
tinue unsettled, with snow squalls.

0. A. CONGRESS 
ELECTS REGENTS 


Fight Involved Question 
of States’ Rights. 


Washington, April 23.—With an ani- 
mated discussion of “States Rights” as 
its finale, the nineteenth continental 
congress of the National Society of the 
Daughters of American Revolution 
passed into history today. As the cur- 
tain Was run down on the closing ses- 
sion, the delegates refused, as they did 
on Thursday, and at various preceding 
conventions, to amend their constitu- 
tion so as to authorize the election of 
state regents and state vice regents 
to be held in their respective states or 
territories. . 

The congress confirmed the election 
of regents and vice regents by the 
state delegations for the ensuing year, 
Only one contest was discussed on the 
floor, and‘ that was in the.case of Cal- 
ifornia. The fight involved the ques- 
tion of “states rights.” The state del- 
egation was split in two factions, each 
presenting candidates for regent. and 
vice regent. One party submitted the 
names of two women who had been in- 
dorsed for the offices by a conference 
held within the state, while the other 
presented the names of two candidates 
who had been chosen by the California 
delegates after they reached Washing- 
ton. The congress held the latter were 
legally elected in accordance with the 
constitution.

In a determined effort to track down 
the perpetrators of the deadly assault 
upon the street car men, four blood- 
‘hounds were put on the trail leading 
from the scene of the crime, and for 
hours they scoured the woods in Druid 
Hills, but without success. 

The hounds were not put on the 
trail until nearly three hours after the 
crime was committed and although 


they took up the scent at once and | 


followed it for several hundred yards 
in the direction of Atlanta, it was soon 
lost and was not taken up again. The 
direction taken by the dogs from the 
car indicated that the three highway- 
men had started in the direction of the 
Decatur car line and it is believed they 
caught ong of the cars back to the 
city. 

The hounds were not put on the trail 
until 10:45 o’clock. It was 
to bring them from the Fulton county 
convict camp of Captain T. J. Donaid- 
son at Springs, three miles from the 
scene of the attack, and there was no 
way of making the trip to the camp, 
except on foot until Al H. Martin and 
Winship Nunnally arrived in their au- 
tomobiles. 

Volunteered Their Autos. 

Mr. Martin and Mr. Nunnally volun- 
teered the use of their cars and De- 
tective Pat Campbell and several other 
officers rushed to the camp of Captain 
Donaldson for the dogs, making the 
round trip in less than 15 minutes.

London, April 23.—Graham 
the English aviator, who started at 
6:10 o'clock this morning on a bi- 
plane flight from Wormwood Shrubs, 
London, for Manchester, in an attempt 
to win the prize of $50,000 offered by 
& morning newspaper, had accomplish- 
ed more than half of the journey when!

The distance between London and 
Manchester is 186 miles, and under the 
terms of the prize offered, only two 
descents are permitted. White used a 
Farman bi-plane.

F. C. Whitman, who is secretary of 
the board of trade of Annapolis Royal, 
N. S., and president of the Lumber- 
men’s Association of western Nova 
Scotia, is in New York. Mr, Whitman 
said the lumbermen up there had 
been prepared to stand pat with re- 
gard to the tariff and if there had been 
no settlement of the question between 
Canada and the United States, so far 
as the lumbermen were concerned, 
there would have simply been a case 
of shifting the market. 

“Canada is tooking to the United 
States as a consumer of a large quan- 
tity of her pine,’ said Mr. Whitman, 
“and recently, though before the tariff 
question was settled, the market had 
been shifting from England to the 
United States. If the extra duty had 
been put on, we should only have had 
to go back to England for our market, 
or else Americans would have pale: a 
lot more for their timber. 

“Our lumberman’s association was 
formed primarily to fight and prevent 
forest fires. It has been in existence 
about six years, and our present meth- 
ods of fighting forest fires have been 
pronounced by some of your authori- 
ties the best in existence. 

“We have a chief fire ranger in each 
county, who has full authority to ap- 
point as many sub-rangers as any 
emergency calls for, and can order out 
anybody in his county to fight a fire. 
There is a chief ranger for the whole 
province, and the whole service is in 
charge of the commissioner of crown 
lands.

acres burnt over, but since then we 
have had no fires that covered more 
than 1,000 acres at most.

Body Borne to Elmira, 
N.Y., for Final Interment

New York, April 23.—The body of 
Mark Twain began today its last jour- 
ney from the sunny chamber where it 
had lain in Stormfield, to the spot in 
God’s acre where it shall rest at last 
‘he loved long 
Since and lost a while.” 

Funeral services were held in the

avenue and Thirty-seventh street, this 
; city, by Dr. Henry A. Van Dyke, pro- 
fessor of English literature at Prince- 
ton University, at 5 o’cloek this after- 
noon. The prayer was pronounced by 
Dr. Joseph H. Twitchell, of Hartford, 
Conn., Marx Twain's old friend and 
pastor. At 2:20 tomorrow morning the 
body will leave for Elmira over the 
Lackawanna Ratilroad. 

In accordance with the wishes of the 
family, the services today were brief 
and simple. The only music was an 
organ prelude, the “‘Death of Ase,” by 
Grieg. There was a’ modest display 
of white lilies, lilies of the valley, 
white and red roses, orchids and sweet 
peas about the coffin. Those who 
wished were permitted to view the 
features. 

Invitation was by 
the friends and the family 
seated the church 
the general public. In all, the services 
took but half an hour. 

Dr. Van Dyke's Tribute. 

In his address Dr. Van Dyke said in 
part: 

“This is not the place nor the time 
for an eulogy of the famous writer, 
the honored and representative Ameri- 
can. Here we are all of us simply 
human. The touch of grief is upon 
us. We think of Mark Twain, not as 
the celebrity, but the man whom we 
knew and loved. 

“Those who know his work as a 
whole, know that under the lambent 
and irrepressible humor which was his 
gift, there was a foundation of seri- 
ous thought and noble affections and 
desires. The mark of his higher humor 
is that it does not laugh at the weak, 
the helpless, the true, the innocent; 
—_ the false, the vain, the hypocrit- 
cal. 

‘Mark Twain laughed many of the 
world’s false claimants out of court 
and entangled many of the world’s 
false witnesses in the net of ridicule. 
He touched the absurdities of life 
with not unkindly mockery and made 
us feel somehow the infinite pathos 
of life’s relations. No one can say that 
he ever failed to reverence the purity, 
the frank, the joyful, genuine nature 
of little children, of whom Christ has 
said ‘of such is the kingdom of 
heaven.’ ”’

Merry Christmas to everybody.” 
Storm for Daughter; Sun for Father. 

The storm beat upon the daughter; 
the sun shone today upon the father. 
The hearse plodded through the lanes; 
after it followed Albert Bigelow Paine, 
the cherished friend and biographer, 
with Jervis Langdon, the favorite 
nephew, and in a closed carriage at 
the rear, the only living daughter, 
Clara, and her husband, Ossip Gab- 
rilowitsch; Claude, the faithful butler 
and old Katie Leary, the housekeeper, 
on the front seat. There was no 
procession of mourning neighbors, no 
demonstration along the way. The 
shining rosewood -coffin stood upon a 
baggage truck in the glaring sunlight.

How to Fertilize Corn Land. 
(From The Raleigh (N. C.) Progres- 
sive Farmer and Gazette.) 

In fertilizing corn, three things are 
especially required: (1) humus, (2) 
water, and (3) plant foods, The humus 
will enable the soil to hold the water 
required and when this humus comes 
from stable manure or decaying 
legumes, it will also supply the large 
amount of nitrogen required by corn 
for its best growth. Other plant foods 
besides nitrogen may be necessary, but 
of first importance is humus. If this 
humus be supplied through stable 
manure and legumes, so much the bet- 
ter, for it will then supply the second 
great need of the corn plant, nitrogen. 
The right sort of humus, then, will 
obtain the two greatest needs of the 
corn plant, water and nitrogen. In 
short, how to fertilize the corn crop 
is pretty nearly told in the one word, 
humus. 

A large, vigorous and rapidly grow- 
ing plant like corn must have an 
abundant supply of water, and if there 
be a deficiency of this for any ap- 
preciable length of time, the yield 
must suffer, A slower and longer 
growing plant like cotton, for  in- 
stance, may be deprived of water and 
other suitable conditions for its best 
growth, for a much longer time with- 
out so great permanent injury. This 
has been observed in the wonderful 
recuperative powers of the cotton plant 
after periods unsuited to its growth. 
Corn has no such “come out” to it, 
and if deprived of adequate supply of 
water, or if it is otherwise checked 
in its growth for any appreciable 
length of time, the injury is great and 
permanent.

But Captain Hyland agreed to sur- 
render himself before the United States 
commissioner and stand trial with 
Kohiman. 

The Venus was to have sailed last 
Thursday, but clearance papers were 
at first refused and later the federal 
warrants were issued for the steamer's 
master.

Republican Institutions on Trial 

| He made his auditors clearly realize 
| that he considered republican institu- 
tions still on trial, both in America and 
| France. The distinguished personages 
occupying seats on the estrade, who 
[included besides the deans of the 
| Various faculties of the universities, 
| Premier Briand and his entire cabinet, 
‘and other notables, were evidently 
quite as much tmpressed as the stu- 
dents and other auditors, joining 
heartily in the eapplause, especially 
when Mr. Roosevelt spoke against race 
Suicide and the necessity of a nation 
| to perpetuate itself, as one of its prin- 
_Cipal duties. 

Following the lecture, Vice Rector 
'Liard, in behalf of the university, pre- 
sented Mr, Roosevelt with a bust of 
Jefferson and two vases made at 
Sevres. But a curious mistake had 
been made in the bust. A bust of Lin- 
coln had been ordered from the gov- 
ernment factory at Sevres, but in some 
unaccountable way one of Jefferson 
Was manufactured. M. Jusserand. the 
French ambassador, hag arranged to 
have the original order executed. 

Crowning of His Career. 

In replying to M. Boutroux before 
‘the Academy of Moral and Political 
Sciences, Mr. Roosevelt spoke in 
| French. 
| “I cannot express how much I have 
been touched by the honor you have 
paid me,” he sai@ “It is the crowning 
of the career of a man of letters.” 

M. Bortroux, he said, had defined his 
' moral concession of life better’than he 
'2ould himself, and he ‘continued: 

“I have always tried to translate 
into action the moral principles which 
must inspire the life of men and na- 
tions. There can be no economic civ- 
llization without morality. Genius is 
not essential, but only ‘courage, hon- 
esty, sincerity and common sense. Men 
of genius without these qualities are 
a curse to a nation. They do more 
harm than good.” 

Colonel Roosevelt told of how he 


‘had received the news of his election 


to the academy, while hunting the 
rhinoceros at the equator. 

“I was living among naked savages,” 
he said, “huntfng for an animal which 
was the survivor of the long-haired 
rhinoceros that existed here in France 
when France was inhabited by naked 
Savages.” 

He had received the first news in 
letters which came _  gsimultaneously 
from two members of the academy, 
one in Mexico and the é6ther in Brazil. 

“Mr. President and dear colleagues” 
he concluded, “I thank you once more 
from the bottom of my heart.”

devotion to great ideals. You and those 
like you have received special advan- 
tages; you have all of you had the 
opportunity for mental training; many 
of you have had leisure, most of you 
have had a chance for the enjoyment 
of life far greater than comes to the 
majority of your fellows. To you and 
your kind much has been given, and 
from you much should be expected. 
Actual Fighter Counts. 

“It is not the critic who counts; not 
the man who points out how the strong 
man stumbles, or where the doer of 
deeds could have done them better. 
The credit belongs to the man who is 
actually in the arena, whose face is 
marred by dust and sweat and blood: 
who strives valiantly; who errs and 
comes short again and again, because 
there is no effort without error and 
shortcoming; but who does actually 
strive to do the deeds; who Knows the 
great enthusiasm, the great devotions; 
who spends himself in a worthy cause; 
who at the best knows in the end the 
triumph of high achievement, and who 
at the worst, if he fails, at least fails 
while daring greatly, so that his place 
shall never be with,-those cold and 
timid souls who know hetther victory 
nor defeat. Shame on the man of cui- 
tivated taste who permits refinement 
to develop in a fastidiousness that un- 
fits him for doing the rough work of a 
workaday world. Among the free peo- 
ples who govern themselves there is 
but a small field of usefulness open 
for the men of cloistered life who 
shrink from contact with their fellows. 
Still less room is there for those who 
deride or slight what is done by those 
who actually bear the brunt of the 
day; nor yet for those others who al- 
ways profess that they would like to 
take action, if only the conditions of 
life were not what they actually are. 

“I pay all homage to intellect, and 
to elaborate and~ specialized training 
of the intellect, and yet I know I shal] 
have the assent of all of you present 
when I add that more important stil] 
are the commonplace, every-day quali- 
ties and virtues. 


Plenty of Healthy Children. 


“Such ordinary, every-day qualities 
include the will and the power to work, 
to fight at need and to have plenty of 
healthy children. There are a few 
people in every country so born that 
they can lead lives of leisure. These 
fill a useful function if they make it 
evident that leisure does not mean idle- 
ness, but the average man must earn 
his own livelihood. He should be train- 
ed to do so, and he should be trained 
to feel that he occupies a contempti- 
ble position if he does not do so; that 
he is not an object of envy if he is idle, 
at whichever end of the social scale he 
stands, but an object of contempt, an 
object of derision. 

“In the next place, the good man 
should be both a strong and a brave 
man; that is, he should be able to 
fight, he should be able to serve his 
country as a soldier if the need arises. 
There are well-meaning philosophers 
who declaim against the unrighteous- 
of war. They are right only if they 
lay all their emphasis upon the un- 
righteousness. War is a dreadful 
thing, and unjust war is a crime 
against humanity. But it {s such a 
crime because it is unjust, not be- 
cause it is war. The choice must ever 
be in favor of righteousness, and this, 
whether the alternative be peace or 
whether the alternative be war. The 
guestion must not be merely, Is there 
to be peace or war? The question 
must be, ‘Is the right to prevail? Are 
the great laws of righteousness once 
more to be fulfflled” And the answer 
from a strong and virile people must 
be, ‘Yes.’ 


Against Race Suicide. 


“Finally, even more important than 
ability to work,.even more important 
than ability to fight at need, is it to 
remember that the chief blessing for 
any nation is that {t shall leave its 
seed to inherit the land. It was the 
crown of blessings in Biblical times, 
and it is the crown of: blessings now. 
The greatest of all curses is the curse 
of sterility, and the severest of all 
condemnations should be that 
upon wilful sterility. The first essen- 
tial in any civilization is that the man 
and woman shall be father and mother 
of healthy children, so that the race 
shall increase and not decrease. If 
this is not so, if through no fault of 
the society there is failure to increase, 
it is a great misfortune. If the failure 
is due to deliberate and wilful fawilt, 
then it ig not merely a misfortune: it 
‘s one of those crimes of ease and self- 
‘indulgence, of shrinking from pain and 
effort and risk which. in the long run, 
nature punishes more heavily than any 
other. If we of “the great republics, 
'f we. the free people who claim to 
have emancipated ourselves from the 
thralldom of wrone and error. bring 
down on our heads the curse that 
comes upon the wilfully barren then 
‘'t will be an idle waste of breath to 
nrattie of our achievements, to boast 
of all that we have done. No refine- 
ment of life, no delicacy of taste. no 
material progress, no sordid heanine 
up of riches, no sensuous development 
of art and literature, can in any way 
eomnensate for the loss of the great 
fundamental virtues: and of these 
great fundamental virtues the greatest 
'« the race’s power to perpetuate the 
race. 


Two Sets of Qualities. 


“In short, the good citizen in a re- 
public must realize that he ought to 
possess two sets of qualities, and that 
neither avails without the other. He 
must have those qualities which make 
for efficiency; and he must also have 
those qualities which direct the effi- 
ciency into channels for the public 
good. He is useless if he Is inefficient. 
There is nothing to be done with that 
type of citizen of whom all that can 
be said is that he is harmless. Virtue 
which is dependent upon a sluggish 
circulation is not impressive. There 
is little place in active life for the 
timid good man. The man who is saved 
by weakness from robust wickedness 
is likewise rendered immune from the 
robuster virtues. The good citizen in 
a republic must, first of all, be able 
to hold his own. He tg no good citi- 
zen unless he has the ability which 
will make him work hard and which at 
need will make him fight hard. The 
good citizen is not a good citizen un- 
less he {ts an efficient citizen. 

“There are plenty of men calling 
themselves socialists with whom, up 
to a time point, it is quite possible to 
work. If the next step is one which 
both we and they wish to take, why, 
of course, take it, without any regard 
to the fact that our views as to the

Many of the 
old ones will fail to return, and new 
men will take their place. 
men, by uniting with the insurgent 
faction on the republican side, could 
combine with the democrats and pre- 
Sent a majority against Aldrich. 

The new men would not be afraid 
of the old boss. La Follette and Beyv- 
eridge, Cummins, Clapp and Dolliver 
have paved the way of insurgency, 
and it is becoming easier to tread 
that path. No man sees this more 
clearly and more sharply than Senator 
Aldrich. 

Thus, at 69 years of age, while yet 
hale, vigorous, resourceful, Aldrich is 
retiring from the position of power 
he has held so long. There is proba- 
bly a large measure of pride inn the 
action of the old leader. He could 
bly a@ large measure of pride in the 
arena, where he has for so long been 
the victor; he could not gracefully 
yield to a new coalition of younger 
and less experienced men; he prefers 
to gO now with his laurels yet un- 
dimmed, and qvith a record of contin- 
ued victory.-: 


Hate Faced Defeat. 


With Senator Hale the case js dif- 
ferent. Advices from’ Maine show 
that there is a tremendous sentiment 
azainst the arbitrary and dictatorial 
old man. His opponents were confi- 
dently predicting his defeat for re- 
election. Aldrich could have been 
reelected, for he is still able to con- 
trol the machine f hode Island. But 
Hale would, in dll likelihood, have 
met defeat. 

The retirement of these two men 
will mean that New England will no 
longer control national affairs, but 
that this control will shift to the mid- 
dle west. For a long while New 
England hag retained this control by 
sending able men to the senate and 
leaving them here until they had ad- 
vanced by length of service and the 
acquirement of expérience to positions 
at the head of the tmportant commit- 
tees of the senate. From these posi- 
tions of vantage they would practical- 
ly dictate legislation. 

Senator Aldrich has been chairman 
of the senate finance committee, and 
a member. of other tmportant commit- 
tees. Benator Hale has’ served as 
chairman -of- the appropriations com- 
mittee, and a member of several. If

Froebel showed how the principles 
of Iffe may be taught children through 
their pley. Taking the {mpulse to 
play which the Creator has implanted 
in the young, we may guide it with 
intelligence and with love; and the 
minds and hearts: of the little folks 
are trained in the joy of fellowship 
end of knowledge cf the laws of na- 
ture and of life. Think of learning 
how to be good. how to be wise and 
how-to be genial members of seciety 
while we play! 

The German poet Schiller made a 
profound study of this subject of play, 
and hig views are worth calling at- 
tention to. Plato haq held that the 
practical arts, @gricultute, medicine, 
showmaking and the rest. are to be 
set above the fine arts, inasmuch as 
they produce something serious -and 
useful. Schiller, however, basing his 
system on the doctrine of Kant that 
man is placed between two worlds, the 
physical world of senso, or matter, and 
the moral world, or world of will, and 
regarding both these worlds as worlds 
of necessity orcompulsion, looked to the 
cultivation of aesthetics, or the sci- 
ence of the beautiful, ag the realm in 
which may be reconciled the other- 
wise irreconcilable conflict between 
the senses (in contact with the world 
of matter) and the reason (in contact 
with the law of morals). And play, 
he taught, impels us toward this third 
or neutral realm. «In Play we may do 
as we like and no mischief may come 
of it. “Midway,” Schiller’ wrote; “be- 
tween the formidable kingdom of 
natural force and the hallowed kingdom 
of moral law, the impulse of aesthetic 
builds up a third kingdom ‘unperceived, 
the gladsome Kingdom and show, 
wherein it emancipates man from al! 
compulsion of moral or physical 
forces.’’ And he goes on to show, Says 
Professor Colvin, “how the exercises of 
the play impulse prepares men for 
an existence in which the inevitable 
collision of the two other impulses 
shall be a@verted or softened more and 
more.” 

it is not necessary to agree alto- 
gether with Schiller in order to see 
that play impulse is deeply rooted in 
our nature and must be connected in 
some very vital way with our whole 
development. When we hear of little 
children being taken out of the slums 
of the city and taken into the country 
and given an opportunity to play 
games under the beautiful trees and 
on the green grass. but who cannot 
play, and fail to respond to play, do 
we not feel, not only that such chil- 
dren have been robbed of a birthright, 
but the kind of men and women they 
a@re likely to grow up into bodes little 
good to the community? 

But, some will say, granted that 
play may have something to do with 
the normal growth of children. has it 
anything to do with saving their souls?

Who so 
well understands as the child at play, 
that life, if it be gwénuine, is the out- 
ward expression of an inner joy, and 
not something imposed from without? 
Who would not Hke-.to see his boy 
take up his school duties with the 
spirit in which he learns to pley ball? 
Which of us adults would not like to 
bear the hardships of life as a young 
man bears the wounds brought.from 
the football field? 

The old prophet was right. There 
can be no ideal city until we have 
one in which all the children can play. 
And there is no genuine religion either 
among people who regard this sub- 
ject with indifference, or among peo- 
ple who cannot handle their dollars 
somewhat as a child handles his toys, 
and carry their burdens in the spirit 
of play!

What will I.say to the public today 
that will be of especially vital interest 
©n subjects of which I have been 
writing about for several months?

All of which every intelligent man 
knows to be a fraud, and certainly 
every Doctor knows, or ought) Be know, 
that it is mere bosh, to say th least. 

The reader has little idea the num-

If I have spoken plainly. on these 
subjects it is because I know their ex- 
ceeding importance to society-at-large.

There are some superstitious people 
that may fear that Halley’s comet is 
going to destroy the earth, or has even 
been the cause of the recent cold 
snap, but science knows hetter, and | 
science knows that syphilis can be 
cured and can be permanently cured 
if the patient has intelligent treat- 
ment, and the case has been handled 
with proper attention to detall and 
proper methods. 

But what I have said in the past 
about the after effects, the effects of 
the toxine left in the system by the 
disease is getting to be every year more 
and more important. Every one who

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WALSH’S GRIT AND OPTIMISM 
WAS TYPICAL OF AMERICA 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, April 23.—<(Special.)— 
There died a few days ago in cue of 
the most beautiful homes in Washing- 
tcnor America—a man who left 4 
fortune of $10,000,000. saecumulated 
after a struggle against hardship, pov- 
erty and privation as bitter as any 
ever recorded in the book of success. 

Though he had never held publiie of- 
fice, Thomas F. Walsh. mining king 
@Qnd friend and host of a king, de- 
Served té be ranked as a notable 
national figure. He had the grit, and 
determination, and optimism that is 
typical of America. 

Though the news dispatches that 
announced his death, after a fruitiess 
trip to San Antonio, Texas, and his 
simple burial at a ceremony unmarked 
by music, or flowers, or eulogies, were 
“meager in the extreme; the life and 
struggies and ultimate success of this 
man hold a gripping interest. 

Brief biographical sketches an- 
nounced the fact, that Thomas Francis 
Walsh, ming ownér and mining en- 
gineer, was the son of Thomas Walsh 
and Bridget Scully Walsh, and that he 
was born in 1851. on a farm in Baptist 
Grange, near Fethard, county of Tip- 
ofary, Ireland. 

They told briefly of his education as 

a. miliwright and carpenter, and his 
fona ambition of one day becoming @ 
building contractor. But they passed 
over entirely the life and death strug- 
gie in the Black Hills of Colorado, and 
his part in the initiation of the boom 
town of Deadwood. And yet it was no 
erdinary story of success following 
easy effort. In the ensuing financial 
success there is no record of reckless 
-wasté, flaunting extravagance and 
midnight ergies. The ambitions of this 
inan,- simple and unaffected to the last, 
never ran to affinities. He left an 
éstate valued at $10,000,000 to his wife 
and deughter. 
' The minere of the Camp Bird basin 
will carve the Hkenesags of Thomas F. 
Walsh on the bald face of a giant 
outéropping rock that overlooked the 
mines from which he had gathered a 
fabulous fortune. It was there he went 
when the panic of 1893 swept over the 
country and ruimed him. “Every dol- 
lar I Mad went into the wreck,” said 
Mr. Walsh in speaking years after- 
wards of the event. 

He returned to Colorado and bought 
the Camp Bird mines. “I bought the 
mines as a silver proposition,” he said. 
“Expert geologists and engineers told 


me there was no gold tn that region. 
But I found it.” 

“And again 
wealthy?’ 

“I shall only say 
well.” 

For a man of {mmense wealt 
entertained with simple grace at costly 
and elaborate functions the statesman- 
ship and society of the national cap!- 
tal, Mr. Walsh held strange and hereti- 
cal views. 

The accumulation of money, he said, 
has always taken care of itself. Its 
distribution was quite a different mat- 
ter. He would have tmposed a grad- 
uated tax on incomes, he favored work- 
ingmen’s insurance at cost. Libraries 
he thought were excellent as an outlet 
for the millions of beneficience, but 
“failed to meet a crying need. You 
can buy the best book ever written for 
25 cents.” 

Idleness a Crime. 


That “honesty is not a class virtue,” 
was a favorite expression of Mr. 
Walsh. He insisted that the rich men 
he knew had generous and humane im- 
Dulses, and were just as honest as the 
poor or well-to-do. Against idleness 
and improvidence he would have im- 
posed penalties. With so much work 
to do he said there was no good rea- 
son why any worthy man Or woman 
in America should ever be naked or 
hungry. 

As an insight into the spirit of his 
philosophy and the working of his 
mind the following extract from an 
interview given. by him two years ago 
is illuminating: 

“In every part of Europe wealth is 
thinking of poverty. In this country, 
where conditions are better than any- 
where else, the task of giving individ- 
ual help to those who need it is ap- 
palling. 

World-Wide War on Poverty. 
is an endless chain which 
drags its dismal length throughout 
civilization. We improve conditions 
here. Hours of work are lessened and 
wages are increased. Word immedi- 
ately goes to Europe, and fresh swarms 
of men are soon on the way. So long 
as we are developing the country we 
can take care of the immigrants who 
are pouring threugh our ports In al- 
most endless streams. But had! times 
will throw hundreds of thousands of 
men into idleness, and we shall then 
see conditions which may become per- 
manent unless the movement to im- 
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peeve the condition of the working 
classes is world wide. Europe must 
come to-‘our standard of life, or we 
must finally fall to its standard.” 

It was early in the year of 1907 that 
Mr. Walsh was speaking, and before 
the panic began which threw 3,000,000 
men out of employment in the United 
States. 

He recited the fact that the Ameri- 
can working man works eight hours a 
day, receives high wages, and eats 
meat with every meal. The German 
has low wages, works from twelve to 
fourteen hours'a day, and eats meat 
for dinner on Sunday. He said in 
France the poor may own land, but 
that crown and church control of land 
in Austria ang Russia kept 
the hands of the poor. 
be economic changes in Europe, or we 
will have grave problems in the United 
States,” he warned. 

Juatice to the Toilers. 

“There ought to be a universal] move- 
ment for a just distribution of wealth. 
I don’t mean a division of property, 
for then the process would be per- 
petual and progress would stop. Bet- 
ter and easier conditions for those who 
toil would settle the whole matter. 
The rich must lead the way and the 
poor must help by learning temper- 
ance and economy.” 

As a further evidence of his sym- 
pathy with the struggling masses of 
the people, he said he favored taxing 
the rich and letting the man or wom- 
an who Has only a Httle home and is 
rearing a family, go free. Still he con- 
fessed that this would inspire the 
charge that he was an Utopian dream- 
er, and the lawyers would say it was 
unconstitutional. But he held very 
firmly to the belief that “a few shoula 
not work that the many may be idle.’ 

The words of Mr. Walsh were not 
the ebulitions of an idle dreamer, but 
the conclusions of a man nearly sixty 
years of age who had looked long and 
intently on both sides of the shield of 
material success. 

It was his own “theory that human 
nature in a cottage is about the same 
as human nature in a castle; that the 
rich man, if he ts normal] in head and 
heart, is neither selfish nor arrogant, 
having been poor himself. 

Seeking Gold in Black Hills. 

Telling of his early struggles in the 
Black Hillis, aided by a wife who had 
been his faithful, patient, helpful and 
hopeful partner, he said:

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ULTON COUNTY REFORMATORY DOING GREAT WORK 
Wayward Boys Are Being Transformed Into Good Citizens at This Institution 
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Inmates of the Reformatory and Officials of the Institution. The Boys Appear as Contented as if They Were in the Reformatory on 


Their Own Initiative. 


By Tom Bryson. 
For one to become thoroughly con- 
winced that the Fulton county reform- 


‘Ktory, located near Hapeville, is an in- 


itution of which not only the county, 
ut the state as a whole, has a right 
to be proud, only one thing is neces- 
sary—a visit to the farm, an investiga- 
tion.of the really wonderful work 
that {Professor T. A. E. Means and 

able assistants are doing. One visit 
Wis he sufficient to convince the most 
ical that wayward boys are not 
being made into good citizens, but 
that they are both profitably and 
pleasantly employed while the trans- 
formation is taking place. 

It is doubtful if half a hundred peo- 
ple in Fulton county have any real 
conception of what the reformatory 
farm is like or the work that is being 
carried on there. Few know that the 
eighty-five boys who are at pres- 
ent on the farm supply mot only 
themselves, but the Fulton county 
convicts with all their vege- 
tables, besides selling more than $2,00¢ 
worth annually. That the boys are not 
only sent to school, but are taught 
trades, few realize. That the farm is 
really more of a training school than 


a prison, still fewer ever stop to think. 


One Large Family. 
The fact which impresses itself more 


forcibly, possibly, than any other on 


the person making his first visit to 


prisingly noticeable among the inmates 
of the. institution. The average man 
thinks of the farm as a prison, end it 
is with a feeling of astonishment thar 
he notices the good fellowship which 
exists between the boys and the offi- 
cials of the institution, 

Apparently, the boys hardly realiz 
that they are being detained against 
their will. To see them and hear them 
talk, one is almost tempted to believe 
that they remain on the farm because 
they like it. They go about their work 
with a vim and cheerfulness that make 
one think of them as one large, con- 
tented family. Apparently, they look 
on the officials as imstructors only, 
showing only the best of feeling for 
them. 

The Work They Do. 

For all this, however, an air of 
business pervades the entire farm. At 
no time during the day, save at the 
noon hour, will any of the boys be 
found loitering. Under the eye of offi- 
cials, they are at work either on the 
farm, in the dairy, the laundry, the 
woodshop, the blacksmith shop, or the 


school room. 
The farm itself speaks volumes for 


the boys, who apparently take as much 


On a large portion of the almost 200 
acres the farm contains, crops, well 
cultivated, are growing. The land is 
splendidly terraced, a complete sys- 
tem of waterworks is in operation. 
ditches to prevent the land’s washing 
have been dug, a sewer system has 
been laid out, and in everything that 
goes to make up an ideal place, the 
farm excels. 
What the Boys Raise. 

During last year, by the work of 
the boys alone, practically everything 
they ate was raised on the farm. Be- 
sides this, all the vegetables the con- 
viets of the county needed were sup- 
plied to them free of cost to the coun- 
ty, and, over and above all this, $2,000 
worth of surplus produce was sold 
from the farm. 

At present, more than 20,000 cabbage 
plants are growing nicely a short dis- 
tance from the farm buildings. In an- 
other patch, fully as many onion plants 
are growing. Strawberries, raspberries, 
tomatoes, lettuce, celery, carrots, beets, 
ege-plants, sugarcorn and numerous 
other vegetables are also being grown. 
The larger fields are planted in corn, 
peas, miliet, alfalfa, wheat’ and oats. 
Practically nothing is spent for the 
feed which maintains the score of 
cows, &48 many hogs, and several mules 
‘and horses on the farm. In an accom- 
panying cut may be seen a portion of 
an alfalfa field from which the alfalfa 
has just been cut. Here, on consider- 
ably less than an acre, six two-horse 
wagon loads of feed was secured at 
ene cutting. 

Other Things Besides Farming. 

The entire time of the boys is not 


employed in work on the farm, how-’ 


ever. The farm maintains its own 
laundry, creamery, canning plant, wood 
and blacksmith shops, lighting plant 
and shoe shop. All these are operated 
by the boys, many of whom develop 
remarkable ability along certain lines 

In the laundry, where the boys do 
practically all the work under the 
supervisios of a lady, the clothes of al! 
the inmates @s well as all other neces- 
sary laundry work is done. The iad 
who operatés the engine from which 
the plant secures its power is less than 


markable mechanical genius. In the 
shoe shop, all repair work on shoes is 
done by the boys. In the wood shop, 
necessary repairs for the buildings are 
made, not a little of the furnishings of 
the various plants are built, and the 
boys are taught the use of wood-work- 
ing tools. .In the blacksmith shop, the 
farming implements are repaired, as is 
the plumbing of the various buildings. 
In another workshop, the boys bottom 
chairs. In still another, foot mats are 
made from shucks. 

In the dairy, butter and milk for the 
consumption ef the boys are prepared. 
Here another lad of less than 16 years 
is in charge. The dairy is a model of 
convenience and cleanliness. It, to- 
gether with the blacksmith shop, wood 
shop and various other buildings, were 
built almost entirely by the boys. In 
the canning plant, vegetables for win- 
ter consumption are canned. The out- 
put of this plant is extremely popular 
among the Atlanta grocers, who find 
no trouble in disposing of the goods 
at prices charged for the products of 
much larger plants.

At 8 o’clock all must 
retire. 

On Saturday afternoon during the 
summer the boys are allowed to play 
baseball, the superintendent not for- 
getting that distinctly national fail- 
ing. Three ball grounds for: boys of 
different sizes are provided. 

On Sundays the boys are required to 
attend Sunday school in the morning

The land, much of which is 
very hilly, was badly washed and had 
been allowed to run-down to where 
little could be raised upon it. 


condition, caving frequently and some- 
times failing during dry weather. 

One of Professor Means’ first moves 
was to supply the building which the 
county erected with water. Some 
haif a mile from the house he found 
a number of springs. He began work 
at once and soon had two of these 
connected by pipe with a reservoir. He 
secured a ram and with the fail se- 
cured by the elevation was able to 
raise the water to the farm bulidings. 
More than 2,000 feet of piping was 
laid by the boys in connecting the 
springs with the reservoir. Recently 
a third spring has been connected, and 
at present not only the two main 
buildings on the farm, but the shops, 
stabies and gardens are supplied with 
umpie water, cool and fresh from 
springs deep under granite ledges. 

To prevent rains playing further 
havoc with the land, Professor Means 
jaid out an elaborate system of ter- 
races which have long since been com- 
pleted. In addition he had large 
drains arranged so as to carry off 
the greater portion of the water that 
fell. As a consequence, even the hard- 
est rains now do little or no damage 
to the farm. 

Finding the building the county sup- 
plied inadequate, Professor Means set 
out to bulld another, and after two 
years’ work completed a two-story 
concrete: building with little cost to 
the county save the cost of material. 
The building contains a chapel, 
school room, rest room and living 
quarters for the officials. It is steam 
heated, has sanitary piumbing 
throughout and contains a number of 
shower baths for the use of the boys. 
Practically all of this work was done 
by inmates of the institution.

Inmates Make Good Citizens. 


That the atmosphere which pervades 
the farm has a wonderful influence 
for good on the boys is proven by the 
almost ‘marvelous record those who 
have left the institution have made. 

At present ninety-nine boys are out 
on parole. Of this number eleven have 
been lost sight of, but seventy-six of 
the. others are proving themselves to 
be good citizens of the state. All of 
the eleven who have gone beyond the 
ken of Professor Means were doing 
nicely when last heard from. Of all 
the boys paroled since the founding of 
the institution only ten Have made 
their return necessary. 

Many of the one-time inmates of 
the institution are now holding ex- 
cellent positions, a number of them 
in Atlanta. One of the boys is now 
acting as pressman for one of the At- 
lanta dailies, another holds a re- 
sponsible position in a bookbindery, 
still another has made good as a rail- 
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put about 125 pounds high-grade fer- 
tilizer in with the seed, planting the 
seed and distributing fertilizer all at 
one trip. 

When seed begin to sprout go over 
with weeder, breaking crust and kill- 
ing all grass and weeds on two or 
three rows at one trip. Repeat this 
weeding every six or eight days in 
the opposite direction until cotton has 
four to six leaves, then thin to a stand 
and use a side dressing of high-grade 
fertilizer, attached or combined with 
a cultivator, applying side dressing 
with fertilizer and cultivating at least 
one row at a trip with a team and one 
hand. I prefer to alternate the cotton 
scrapers or sweeps with the shallow 
cultivator plows. Just when plants be- 
gin to fruit, 100 pounds of nitrates 
sown broadcast before the cultivators 
will tell in color of plants in twenty- 
four hours if there is a good supply of 
moisture. It pays to keep the rows 
clean and crust broken until bolls be- 
gin to open, at which time crimson 
clover seed should be sown just in 
front of the last plowing.

The Women Do the Business. 
Wow turn about and look through 
the bazaars. There are thousands of 
women buying and selling, and hun-

trays on their heads. Here comes one 
with fresh fruits. She has a bowl of 
eocoanuts and bananas and cries out 
her wares as she goes. Behind her 
is a flower peddler, and further on 
are maidens with vegetables, fish, fruit 
@nd all sorts of things. A fish woman 
fs selling a trout from which she has 
chopped off the head. The fish bleeds 
es she handles it. She has plugs in 
her ears and her lips are wrapped 


around a mighty cigar at which gs 


puffs as she weighs out the fish. 

We go to the street of the tailors. 
Here girls are sewing on machines 
worked by hand. They will make you 
@ dress while you ‘wait. We stop be- 
fore a pretty silk seller, and I buy a 
yellow striped skirt to send home. The 
girl sits on her feet, her little brown 
toes peeping out of the pink skirt 
which is wrapped tightly about her. 
Bhe looks innocent and I feel safe in 
making the purchaSe at her own price. 
@he offers me a whiff from her cigar 
as I handle the goods, and upon my 
refusing gives it to her sister and then 
comes down to business. She pulls out 
one piece of bright silk after another 
andi explains the good points of each, 
laughing and chatting the while. In 
the end I find I have paid three times 
what I should, but the girl was so 
charming it was worth ‘twice the 
mnoney. 

A Belle of the Bazaars. 

This girl was one of the belles of the 
bazaar, and typical of the fair maidens 
of Burma. She was as straight as a

post and as plump as a partridge, and 
her rich Burmese dress was well fitted 
to show all her beauties. The women 
here are clad in two garments. One 
of these is a jacket pf silk, cotton or 
gauze which reaches to the hips, and 
the other a bright silken skirg which is 
wrapped around the waist and falis to 
the feet. 

This skirt is square; it is about five 
feet in width, and is fastened by a 
half hitch with an opening down at 
the front. The skirt is so tight that 
when the girl walks rapidly she shows 
her bare legs to the knee; but by 
throwing out the heels and going 
pigeon-toed the folds are prevented 
from parting to an immodest degree. 
In lower Burma many of the skirts are 
now sewn together at the front on 
account of the comments which for- 
eigners have made upon the costume. 

Thése dresses are of § different 
lengths, and the richer women often 
have skirts which trail upon the 
ground. The colors are those of the 
rainbow, the most delicate hues being 
used. 'My fair merchant wore a jacket 
of gauze, and her skirt reached as high 
as the armpits. The jacket was so 
thin that the brown skin could be seen 
through the meshes, exposing the neck, 
shoulders and arms. She had a beauti- 
ful face. Her eyes were large, soft 
and brown, with eyelids just a trifie 
oblique and  high-arching, 
brows. Her hair, which was glossy 
black, was rolled up in a pyramid on 
the crown, and fastened there with a 
bright golden comb. She wore a neck- 
lace of pearls, to which were hung 
pendants of amber, and a double string 
of pearis fell as low as her watst. She 
had séven gold bracelets on each of 
her wrists, a diamond ring on her fin- 
ger and diamond plugs in her ears.

She was, I judge, about 15 years of 
age, but girls mature here at 13, and 
she was a wceman grown. 

Ear Plugs and Womanhood. 

All the girls here wear ear plugs. 
They cannot enter society without 
them. As a maiden approaches the 
age of coming out, which is usually 
at 12 or 18, her ears are bored,’ and 
the ceremony is as important to her 
as the first long dress is to her 
American sister. The ceremony is 
formal, and it must be done when the 
Stars are propitious. The family con- 
sults the fortune teller for this oc- 
casion, and a big feast is prepared. 
All the relatives and friends attend in 
their best clothes to witness the piero- 
ing. This is done by a professional 
earborer, who uses needles of pure 
gold for the rich and silver ones for 
the poor. 

When the exact moment has arrived 
the girl is laid down upon a mat in 
the back of the room and her relatives 
hold her there while the ear-borer 


lobe and twists it around Into a ring. 
This he leaves in the ear. The other 
ear is treated lMkewtse. 

While this is going on the bands 
play, and after it there is a@ feast. It 
takes the ear some time to heal.

big around as your thumb. After the 
ears are well healed the plugs or hol- 
low pipes are inserted. 

Some of the women stretch thelr 
ear holes until they grow to an incon- 
celvable size. I have seen peasant 
girls with ear holes s0 large that a 
napkin ring could be thrust through 
one, and it is not uncommon to see a 
Burmese maid with a big cigar thrust 
through one ear. There was not a 
merchant in the bazaar at Mandalay 
who could not have used her ears for 
cigarette holders, and but few who had 
ear plugs less than the size of their 
finger tips. 


The Girls All Smoke. 


Speaking of tobacco, all Burmese 
women smoke, and a girl learns to 
puff at a cigar long before her ears 
are bored Children are taught the 
habit as soon as they are able to walk, 
and I see four-year-old boys puffing 
cigarettes. The average cigar used 
by the women looks much like a long 


thrusts the golden needle through the 


ear of popcorn with the husk on it. It 
is made of other leaves in connection 
with tobacco; it is loosely rolled and 
is often tied with a string. All the 
girs are adept in making cheroots, and 
,at a party one girl may roll for the 
crow, the big cigars being passed 
‘about from one guest to another, each 
| taking a whiff. In courting, I doubt 


two take love-smokes in turn. 
Love and Marriage. 

And this brings me to marriage 
in Burma. The customs here are far 
different from those of Japan, China, 
Korea or the other countries I have 
visited during this trip around the 
world. The Japanese girl has a hun- 
band picked out by a matchmaker, the 
Korean takes one at the dictation of 


her parents, while the Chinese maiden | 


' like. 
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They are self-respecting, bu not 


independent nor forward. 


Rights in Burma. 

The rights of a woman after her 
marriage are well protected. The 
women are the chief workers and 
money makers, and a woman can hold 
property distinct from her husband. 
She manages her own money, and has 
an equal right with her husbang in 
all that they make together during 
their married life. She has a right to 
her own earnings, and if divorced she 


Woman’s 


takes back all the money she has 
brought into the family and half of 
what has been accumulated since the 
wedding. 

As to divorces, these are not difficult 
of obtainment on either side of the 
family. Any discontented husband or 
wife may go before the elders and 
claim a separation, and it is seldom re- 
fused. 

There are also special grounds for 
divorce, If the husband igs idle or lazy 
the wife can claim a separation. If he 
is unable to support her, if he is al- 
ways ailing, or becomes a cripple after 
his marriage, she can demand that the 
marriage tie be broken, and the same 
is true if he ill-treats her in any way. 

On the other hand, the husband has, 
also, plenty of grounds for divorce. If 
his wife does not love him, if she visits 
places to which he objects, and if she 
persistently disobeys him, he may 
claim his freedom.

The Burmese marry early and one 
is an old maid if not married before 
out of the teens. During the court- 
ship the young man brings presents of 
oranges or car.dy; he writes verses in 
praise of his lady’s beautiful ear plugs, 
and she in return gives him cigars and 
perhaps a turban or shawl knit by 
herself. 

The marriage is little more than a 
festival at the house of the girl. Here 
the young couple eat rice together, 
join hands and say they intend to live 
as man and wife. They are supposed 
to bill and coo, feeding one another 
as the birds do; and they drink tea 
with their parents and parents-in-law. 
The groom makes the girl a present 
consisting of a silkén skirt or piece 
of jewelry, and he is supposed to fur- 
nish the wedding breakfast. After 
marriage the two go into seclusion for 
a honeymoon of seven days, and they 
then take up their home in the housa 
of the bride. It is presumptuous for 
them to set up their own establish- 
ment immediately after marriage, as 
the man is supposed to work a cer- 
tain time for his wife. 

I understand that there are many 
love matches in Burma, and that where 
parents object the young peopie elope 
and go off to themselves. There are 
few marriages for money. 

The marriage is a civil ceremony, and 
it has nothing to do with religion. It 
is a social and business partnership 
rather than a moral contract, and many 
marriages are entered into without 
any ceremony at all. Among some 
people the wedding is kept secret for 
a time, for the young couple do not 
like to be stared at nor have stones 
thrown on their houseroofs, as is some- 
times the custom. A girl does ,not 
‘change her name when she marries, 
and there is nothing about her to show 
whether she is married or not.

ed upon posts about eight feet apart. 
It has a veranda in front, with steps 
leading to the rooms overhead. The 
floors are of thin planking or bamboo 
canes, and the roof is simple to an ex- 
treme, The house has no, furniture in 
Our sense of the word. The people 
sleep upon mats and rest their heads 
on bamboo pillows. There is little 
sweeping to do, and the most of the 
cooking is on fires out of doors. The 
cooking utensils usually consist of two 
or three earthen pots, in addition to 
which are some jars for water and 
several cocoanut ladles. Most of the 
people use neither knives nor forks. 

The staple food of the Burmese is 
rice, which is boiled or steamed, and 
eaten with fish paste and peppers. 
Nothing ig drunk with the meats, and 
after them only water. But few of 
the Burmese eat meat, for it is contra- 
ry to the Baddhist religion to consume 
anything that has lHfe, the chief ex- 
ception being fish, which is eaten fresh, 
dried, and also when rotted by bury- 
ing it in the sand. A favorite dish 
is a fish curry with rice. The family 
usually sit around the rice dish, each 
having a little bowl for curry and 
a larger one for rice. Every one helps 
himself, taking from the rice platter 
as much as he can squeeze in his hands. 
He conveys the food to his mouth in 
his hands. At the close of the meal 
every one is expected to wash his own 
dishes and each goes to the water jar 
to rinse out his mouth. The meals 
are more like picnics than anything 
else.

Miss Jaane Adams Writes Abdut 
Her First Experience With 


Death. 

Miss Jane Addams, the creator of 
the famous Hull-House of Chicago, 
commences her life story tn the April 
American Magazine. In speaking of 
some of her early experiences she ré- 
lates the following tragic inctdent: 

“I recall with great distinctness my 
first direct contact with death. Polly 
was an old nurse who had taken care 
of my mother, and had followed her 
to frontier Illinois to help rear a sec- 
ond generation of children. She had 
always lived in our house, but made 
annual visits to her cousins on a farm 
a few miles north of the village. Dir- 
ing one of these visits, word camé to 
us one Sunday evening that Polly wis 
dying, and for a number of reason#® I 
was the only person able to go. to her. 
I was then 15 vears old, and I left 
the lamp-lit warm house to be driven 
4 miles through a blinding storm 
which every minute added more snow 
to the already high drifts, 4vith a sense 
of starting upon a fatefuf errand. An 
hour after my arrival, all.of the cous- 
in’s family went downstairs to supper. 
and I was left alone to watch with 
Polly. The square, old-fashioned 
chamber in the lonely farmhouse was 
very cold and still, with nothing to 
be heard but the storm outside. Sud- 
denlv the gre*t change came. I heard 
a feeble call of ‘Sarah!"—my mother’s 
name—as the dying eyes were turned 
upon me, followed bv a curtous breath- 
ing, and in place of the face familiar 
from my earliest childhood and ass0- 
ciated with homelv hoveehol4 cares, 
there lay upon the pillow strange, 
august features, stern and withdrawn 
from all the smal! affaira of life.

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Reports from all sections of the state 
by the members of the Georgia Fruit 
Exchange to the headquarters of that 
organization in Atlanta are to the ef- 
fect that no damage was done to the 
growing peach crop on account of frost 
or cold, last week, though considerable 
damage was done to the crop on ac- 
count of hail in north Georgia. 

As a matter of fact, if the damage 
could be limited to the curtailment of 
the amount of fruit on the trees, there 
would be little regret if this were to 
take place, asallof the trees are heav- 
ily loaded with peaches, and some will 
have to be knocked off, in many lio- 
calities, to keep the limbs from break- 
ing under their load. 

The chief damage reported on ac- 
eount of the recent hailstorm was be- 
tween Plainville and Adairsville, in 
tnorth Georgia. The high winds and 
cloudiness prevented the south Geor- 
gia orchards from being nipped. 

Assistant Manager H. D. Marks, who 
is touring the state on his last rounds, 
reports that the conditions for a splen- 
did peach crop were never better. Man- 
ager lL.

The sixteenth general conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal church, south, 
will convene on Wednesday, May 4, 
mext, at Asheville, N. C., and will 
continue in session for at least three 
weeks. : 

The close approach of the time for 
the meeting of this, the greatest body 
in the southern Methodist church, and 
the fact that much business 
portance to the church is to be trans- 
acted, much work having accumulated 
since the last meeting of thia body 
four years ago, will attract the atten- 
tion of Methodists all over the south 
more and more to this meeting each 
day. 

Of. all the states to be represented 
Georgia will send the largest delega- 
tion, fourteen representatives having 
been selected from the North Georgia 
Conference and twelve from the South 
Georgia Conference at their last an- 
Mual conferences in November. 

The total number of delegates to this 
conference from all the states will be 
200. one-half of this number being 
ministers, the other half being repre- 
sentative laymen of the church. 

The delegates who will represent the 
North Georgia Conference are Rev. J. 
E. Dickey, D.D.; Rev. J. D. Hammond, 
D.D.; Rev. J. UY. Eakes, D.D.; Rev. M. 
J. Cofer, D.D; Rev W. P. Lovejoy, D.D.; 
Rev. T. J. Christian and Rev. B. P. 
Allen from the clergy, and Messrs. 
Sam Tate, J. D. Walker, J. N. Holder, 
J. T. Duncan, J. L. Loftis, J. A. Mc- 
Cord and 8S. E. Leigh from the laity. 
The delegates representing the South 
Georgia Conference will be Rev. W. 
N. Ainsworth, D.D.; Rev. T. D. Ellis, 
D.D.: Rev. W. C. Lovett, D.D.; Rev. 
Bascom Anthony, D.D: Rev. J. H. 
Scruggs and Rev. A. M. Williams, D.D.,, 
from the clergy, and Messrs. W. B. 
Stubbs, R. F. Bender, Hon. N. E. Harris, 
H. J. Fulbright, Rev. J. B. Wight 
and R. L. Grier from the laity. These 
representatives will leave early in May 
and be present to take an active part 
in the deliberations of the conference. 


Six Bishops to Be Elected. 

Perhaps the most important and the 
most interesting business to be trans- 
acted at this conference will be the 
election of new bishops, the most re- 
sponsible and the highest office in the 
gift of the church. 

The conference itself determines 
how many bishops it needs to success- 
fully carry on the work of the church, 
but inasmuch as since the last general 
conference in 1906 five bishops 
have died and two of the present bish- 
ops are regarded as too far advanced 
fn years to be burdened with heavy 
work and the church has grown con- 
siderably, it is an accepted prediction 
that not less than six, and possibly a 
larger number, will be chosen from 
the ranks of the clergy. 

Since the last general conference the 
five bishops who have died are Bishops 
Ward, Galloway, Duncan, Tigert and 
Smith. 

The present bishops of the church 
are Bishops Candler, Hendrix, Mor- 
rison, Hoss, Atkins, Key and Wllison, 
and Bishop Fitzgerald, who is on the 
superannuate list. It is expected that 
Bishops Key and Wilson, who for a 
number of years have been active in 
the service and who have become too 
feeble to be burdened with heavy work, 
will be also placed on the superannuate 
list of bishops. 

From the facts just enumerated it is 
easily estimated that at least six new 
bishops will be selected at the ap- 
proaching conference, and among the 
clergy and laity of the church there 
is much speculation as to who will be 
chosen to the bishopric. While there 
are no candidates for this office, as no 
man advances himself for the bish- 
opric, it is generally conceded that the

One of the most interesting discus- 
sions which will claim the attention of 
the conference will be the memorial 
of the Women’s Home Missionary 6So- 
clety requesting that they be given the 
right of suffrage in the affairs of the 
church. By this they mean that they 
should be permitted to have represen- 
tation en the board of stewards, other

boards of the church, and should also 
be members of the quarterly, annual 
and other conferences of the church. 

They contend that the Methodist 
Episcopal church came into existence 
through a Ife and death struggle, and 
all of its advance movements have 
come to pass notwithstanding the op- 
position of many of its leading men. 
The granting of representative rights 
t9 the laity in the annual and general 
conferences, the organization of the 
Woman's Missionary Society and the 
institution of the office of deaconess, 
they contend, all met with opposition, 
yet wisdom has been justified in her 
children. 

The women contend that they hon- 
estly believe that the church is asked 
to take a forward step by extending 
to its women the same original rights 
{ts gives the laymen in the church, 
which, they contend, were added about 
forty years ago to {ts great gain. They 
contend that the church hag felt the 
bad effect of a restrictive law that 
forbade the selection of its lay officials 
and representatives from two-thirds 
of ite membership. 

“That restrictive law,” said a prom- 
inent woman of the church recently, in 
discussing this question, “which draws 
the sex line in our _ church, , ig- 
nores mental and spiritual qualifica- 
tions, for it has disqualified women 
possessing these simply because they 
were women, and qualified men who 
did not possess them simply because 
they were men.” 

Others contend that since the wom- 
en raise as much money for different 
purposes as do the men, this is a good 
argument in favor of their contentions. 

Opposition to the Movement. 

On the other hand, it is understood 
that there is decided opposition to this 
movement. I¢ is claimed by many that

church would be made so effeminate In 
ita tone that the men would care little 
about joining it, or if they joined the 
church, they would feel indisposed to 
take very active part in its work. It 
4s also claimed that, realizing this 
danger, comparatively few of the 
women of the church are really de- 
sirous of this change. One of the 
leading women of the church, who tis 
opposed to this change said, in refer- 
ence to it recently: 

“Really, why do some of the sisters 
keep clamoring for rights, When I am 
perfectly sure we have our rights al- 
ready? ‘God intended man to lead and 
to do the hardest work, and women to 
do the great things, too, while lean- 
ing trustingly on the strong arm of 
father, brother, or husband. I have 
seen a letter from a man who talked 
as if he believed in the so-called 
woman's rights. With all due respect 
to that brother, I must say that he 
reminds me of a farmer I once knew 
who believed in something of that 
kind, so on wash day he would stay 
about the yard till his wife had rubbed 
and rinsed the clothes, of course car- 
rying some water for her; then, when 
she had finished, she had to help him 
hitch the mule to the wagon and go a 
mile to the fleld with him, and work 
until night.” 

It is claimed by the leaders of the 
church that this agitation is hurting 
the Home Mission Society, and it will 
hurt it more, that even though it were 
proven that the women of the church 
were entitled to representation, that 
they are not needed in framing the 
laws of the church and are better able 
to use their powers in different fields. 

The action of the conference relative 
to this question will be awaited. with 
much interest by the membership of 
the entire church. 

Another interesting question in 
which the women are interested will 
be the advisability of consolidating

Georgia Will Furnish Bishop. 

Since Dr. J. C. Kilgo and Rev. Col- 
lins Denny received at the last Gen- 
eral Conference of the church a flat- 
tering vote for bishop, it is freely 
predicted that these two dignitaries 
of the church will be elected on 
the first ballot. It is also freely pre- 
dicted that Georgia will certainly 
furnish one, if not two, of the bishops. 

The ministers of Georgia who have 
been most frequently mentioned for 
this exalted office are Rev. James E. 
Dickey. D.D., perisdent of Emory 
College, who led the vote as a dele- 
gate from the North Georgia Confer- 
ence, and Rev. W. N. Ainsworth, D. 
D., president of Wesleyan Female Col- 
lege, who led the vote as a delegate 
from the South Georgia Conference. 

These ministers were graduated 
from Emory College in the same class, 
and since their entering, upon min- 
isterial work have taken foremost 
pesitions in their respective confer- 
ences. 

Dr. Dickey and Dr. Ainsworth, 

For the past six years Dr. Dickey 
has been president of Emory College, 
which tnatitution has shown remark- 
able progress under his able adminis- 
tration. He is just closing a suc- 
cessful campalgn to give to Emory a 
half-million dollar endowment. having 
by public contributiong raised in the 
lest two years $300,000. Since in the 
history of Emory: two of her presi- 
dents have been: called to the bishop- 
ric, Bishops Haygood and Candler, this 
position has become to be recognized 
ag a stepping-stone for this high of- 
fice tn the church, and !t will not 
be surprising if President Dickey is 
elevated to the office of bishop. 

Dr. W. N. Ainsworth has been presi-

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Educational Ieterestes to Be Adjusted. 
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Claim the attention of the conference 
will be a new adjustment of the educa- 
tional interests of the church. It is 
understood that the relationship and 
ownership of Vanderbilt University at 
Nashville will be clearly outlined. 
Some time ago it is understood that 
the charter of this institution was 
revised which gave more auth@rity to 
the resident trustees, taking, away 
some of the power which had Been en- 
joyed by the bishops of the ehurch. 
"h's change it is understood was sig- 
gested by Chancellor W. D. Kirkland 
in order that he might secure from 
certain educational commissions: large 
donations. 

It is understood that the bishops 
and prominent dignitaries of the 
church resent this effort, claiming that 
the Methodist church is amply able to 
take care of her own institutions and 
is no! dependent upon the Carnegie or 
Rockefeller foundations for support. 
That the general conference will 
clearly outline the relationship of 
Vaderbilt University to the church, 
and resolutions will be passed urging 
smaller institutions to depend abso- 
lutely upon the members of their own 
denomination for support, is a fore- 
gone conclusion. 3 

Limitation of Bishopric. 

Recently the suggestion has been 
made that an effort would be made at 
the approaching conference to limit 
either the duties or the term of serv- 
ice of the bishops of the church. 

In the years that have passed when 
& man was elected bishop, the highest 
and most sacred office in the gift of 
the church, it was understood that he 
was elected for the remainder of his 
life, and hence it was considered the 
greatest honor which could be bestow- 
ed upon a member of the clergy to be 
called to this exalted office. | ee 
argued by some, however, that there 
is a large number of ministers fully 
competent to fill acceptably this office, 
but that they never. have an oppor- 
tunity to be elected in view of the fact 
that there are so few vacancies to be 
filled from year to year. On the other 
hand those more conservative leaders

contend that the present system has 
made the Southern Methodist church 
what it is, and that changes are not 
improvements in the church economy 
any more than they are advantages 
in civil governments. While such an 
effort as suggested above may be at- 
tempted at the conference, it is gen- 
erally thought that the suggestion will 
not be treated seriously. 
Pastoral Time Limit. 

Another question which has claimed 
the question of the church for a num- 
ber of years is the advisability of a 
removal of the pastoral time limit. 
Since the establishment of the church, 
the regulation on this subject has been 
that no pastor could remain as the 
pastor of any one church for more than 
four years consecutively. In recent 
years a growing sentiment has been 
that this regulation should be so 
amended that a pastor could remain 
in charge of a church indefinitely, 
though the bishop could still retain his 
authority to move a pastor at any 
time which in his judgment was wise. 

By many of the city churches it 
is claimed that it takes four years 
for a pastor to become acquainted 
with his congregation, and that in- 
variably when a man has just arrived 
at the position wher he can accom- 
plish the greatest amount of good, by 
the laws of the church he is forced 
to surrender his church to another 
pastor. 

Whether the general conference will 
take any definite action on this ques-' 
tion is not known, but it is thought 
that some action will be taken so as 
to enable a pastor in charge of an in- 
stitutional church to continue as pas- 
tor indefinitely. This would necessi- 
tate placing the pastors of institution- 
al churches, like the Wesley Memorial, 
in the same class as those ministers 
who are connected with educational 
institutions, or with the gweneral 
boards of the church. 

Lay Members to Administer Sacrament. 

It is understood that Rev. Bascom 
Anthony, one of the leading delegates 
from the South Georgia Conference, 
will introduce a resolution to the ef- 
fect that when occasion demands the 
laymen of the church can be authoriz- 
ed to assist in the administration of 
the sacrament. 

It is the contention of Dr. Anthony 
that fin a large church too much time 
is consumed in this service, and the 
congregations get tired before the 
completion of the service, when one 
minister has to administer the sacra- 
ment unassisted. On the other hand 
those who will oppose this resolution 
will contend that the sacrament, or 
the Lord’s supper, is one of the most 
sacred ceremonies of the church and 
no one except a minister, one set 
apart especially for the service of 
the Lord, should assist in the service. 

It is generally thought that the con- 
ference will give this subject some at- 
tention, and. may authorize local 
preachers who have not been ordained 
to assist in this service, or possibly 
make the sacrament less frequent— 
quarterly instead of monthly. 

It is claimed by. many that a less 
frequent serving of the sacrament will 
magnify its importance, and then on 
these four Sundays in the year the 
entire preaching service can be de- 
voted to this important and sacred 
custom of the church. 

Other Questions to Be Discussed. 

The committee appointed at the last 
general conference to consider the ad- 
visability of erecting at Washington, 
D. C.,.a@ magnificent church building, in 
keeping with the spirit and position 
of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
south, will render its report at the con- 
ference soon to meet, and it {s under- 
stood that this committee will render 
a favorable report.

CHANGE OF CHURCH NAME 


By Dr. GQ. Ww. Quillian. 

Since the genéral conference has 
been memoralized by many of the an- 
nual conferences concerning different 
subjects, it is not difficult to predict 
some of the more tmportant questions 
which will claim the attention of this 
body at their approaching meeting. 

One of the most important topics 
which will be discussed, will be the 
change of name of the church, and the 
relationship which the Southern 
Methodist church should bear to the 
Northern Methodist church. It is un- 
derstood that there fs a strong senti- 
ment to omit the words “South” from 
the name of the church, this desire be- 
ing especially strong among ‘the 
brethren on the boundary line,” while 
Methodists tn the interior see no rea- 
son for a change of name. It is under- 
stood that an effort will be made to 


unite the northern and southern 
church under the name: “The Metho- 
dist Episcopal. Church of America,” 
but it is thought that this effort will 
be futile, as the southern church ts 
not yet ready to join forces with the 
northern church. 

It ts generally thought that instead 
of changing the name of the church, 
or effecting a union with the Northern 
Methodist church, that the committee 
on “federation” which is a joiit com- 
mittee from both churches appointed 
at the last general conference, will 
recommend that definite boundary lines 
for the two great brahches of Method- 
ism will be outlined, and the Southern 
Methodist church will vacate the flelds 
now occupied by the northern church, 
and the Northern Methodist church 
will vacate the fields now occupied by 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 


OTHER GENERAL CONFERENCES 
HELD BY SOUTHERN METHODISTS

At this time a briéf review of the 
fifteen general conferences of the 
church which have been held since 
| the separation is of eapecial interest. 
The first general conference was 
held at Petersburg, Va., May 1-23, 1846. 
| Bishops Soule and Andrews presided. 
‘There were eighty-seven delegates 
present. A missionary society was or- 
| ganized and a mission in China pro- 
i jected. Revs. William Capers and 
Robert Paine were elected bishops- 

The second general conferénce was 
held tn St. Louis, Mo., May 1-14, 1850. 
There were 101 delegates present. The 
publication of a Sunday school at 
Charleston, S. C., was ordered, and 
Rev. H. B. Bascom was elected bishop. 

The third general conference was 
held at Columbus, Ga., May 1-31, 1850. 
There were 119 delegates present. A 
publishing house, to be established at 
Nashville, Tenn., was ordered, and 
Revs. George F. Pierce, John Farly 
and H. H. Kavanaugh were elected 
| bishops. 
| The fourth general conference was 
‘held at Nashville, Tenn., May 1-31, 


(1868. There were 151 delegates pres- 
ent. The office of financial secretary 
of the publishing house was created 
and the ratio of representation in the 
general conference was changed. No 
bishops were elected. 

The fifth general conference was to 
‘heve been held in New. Orleans. in 
1862, but because ofthecivil war did 
‘notconvene until April 4-May 3, 1866. 


| There were 149 delegates present. The 


foreign and domestic mission boards 
were established, the name of the 
church was changed to Episcopal 
Methodist church, subject to the ap- 
. proval of the annual conferences, the 
plan to lay representation in the an- 
nual and general conferences w 
adopted, the limit of the pastoral term 
was set at four yeérs, the church con- 
ference was ordered. Bishops Andrews 
and Early retired from active service 
and Revs. W, M. Wightman, E. M- 
Marvin, D. & Doggett and H. N. Mc- 
Tyere were elected bishops. ; 

The sixth géneral conference was 
held at Memphis, Tenn., ‘May 4-26, 
1870.° Theré were 120 clerical and 106 
lay delegates present. The plan of 
two mission boards was abolished, the 
district conference was established 
‘and John C. Keener was elec 
bishop. 

Ths bovests general conference was 
at Louisville, Ky., May 1-26; 1874. 
There were. 134 clerical and 121 lay 
delegates present, and at this confer- 
‘ence the organization of the colored 
people into @ separate church w4s ap- 


proved. 
Eighth General Conference in Atlanta. 

The eighth general conference was 
held in-Atinata, Ga, May 1-25, 1878. 
There were 149 clerical and 139 
delegates present. The publishing 
house was reported insolvent. The Book 
committes was instructsa to put the 
‘house inte Itquidation im case no fe- 
llef could be optained. The Woman's 
Missionary Society was established. 

The ninth general conference was 
neld. at Nastiville, Tenn, May ° 1-25, 
(882. There were 140 clerfeal and’ 129 
‘ay delegates. The book committee re- 
vorted the publishing houses debt fund- 
of. The matter of changing the name 
>f the church to the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church in America was referred 
to the annual conferences. Revs. A. 
“. Wilson, Linus Parker, J. C. Gran- 
bery and R. K. Hargrove were elect- 
ed bishops. 

The tenth general conference was 
held at Richmond, Va, May 6-25, 1886. 
There were 131 lay and 137 clerical 
lelegates. A revision of the hymn book 
vas ordered, plans for organizing en- 
nua) conferences in Chima and Brazil 
were aaopted, the woman's department 
of church extension was organized, and 
Revs. W. W. Dunean, C. B. Galloway, 
E. R.- Hendrix and Joseph & Key were

ON THE USE OF TOBACCO? 


Hy Dr. G, W. Qiunllian. 

At almost every annual conference 
@ :esolution is introduced each year 
urging the* ministers to discontinue 
the use of tobacco, but usually a ma- 
jority of tp ministers are users of 
the weed, and the resolution is de- 
fented: 

It is understood, however, that those 
who oppose the use of tobacco by 
the ministers will wage thelr fignt 
before the general conference. It is 
ceriain-Ahat a memorial from the 
Womans’ Christian Temperance Union 
will be presented to the conference. 
The metnorial reads as follows: 

“lHoroned Brethren: Inasmuch as the 
teachings of science have demonstrat- 
ei the harmft! effects of tobacco upon 
fhe human system, its most dangerous 
ferm—the cigarette—injuring  bedy 
end mind, and inasmuch as the, min- 
isters of Christ are esteemed leaders 
' of moral reforms and thousands upon 
thousands of Christians deplore the 
fact that the ministry ts largely ad- 
dicted to the habit, showing that the 
time has comfe when the young men of 
the ministry must totally abstain or 
exort harmful] influences, it being evi- 
Gent that while they use it in any 
form, they cannot fight it in its worst 
form; and inasmach as three con- 
secutive nvent#@ms of the Georgia 
Woman's ®hristtan Temperance Union 
have passed resolutions asking all de- 
mominations of the Christian church 
te forbid the use of tobacco on the 
part of the ministry, not only most 
heag@ly, -but with enthusiastic ap- 
plause, proving permanent sonviction 
on the, question in point. We there- 
fore;-pespectfully petition your body 
to effet a law requiring young men 

the ministry of the Methodist 
~y Church, South, tot abstain

from tobacco tn every form. Repre- 
senting a large and growing con- 
stituency from every denomination in 


the state of Georgia, and as we be-, 


lieve, the great majority of the 
Christian public, we earnestly ask 
that this protection be «given the 


young men and boys of our country 


who are to be the future, builders of ; 


church and state, against the evil ex- 
ample of the ministry.” 

Just what action, if any, will be 
taken by the conference cannot be 
predicted, but it is recognized that 
there is a growing sentiment against 
the free use of otbacco by the min- 
isters of the church.

IN THE STREETS OF KIOTO. 


A Day in the Streets of Kioto and a 
View of the Palace of the Mikado. 
Remarkable Hospitality and Atten- 
tion of a Hotel Proprietor. Kioto 
Differs Widely from Tokio and Yo- 
kahoma. 

In my dreams of wealth and free 
will a second visit to Kioto and a pro- 
longed stay at the Myako hotel will 
figure as a conspicuous feature here- 
after. 

It is the most charming place imag- 
inable, and combines Japanese ideas 


fort most happily. 

The hotel overlooks the entire city 
and commands a glorious view from 
the top of a fine hill. It is built like 
a jelly roll cake with grottoes 
little glimpses of gardens as the jelly 
part between the corridors and rows 
of rooms which circle around the cap 
of the hill ana consolidste finally into 
a serious building just at its very 
crest. 

The proprietor of the hotel, after 
a warm greeting and many apologies 
for the cold weather, allowed me to 
take my choice of several rooms and 
later followed me to the dining room, 
where I was being served by a little 
toddling, tripping maid, who looked 
as if she had been taken off of a fan. 
He explained to me in English that 
because I was late, he was sorry, din- 
ner Was not so good. Dinner was 
very good, netwithstanding, and I 
shrewdly suspected that he would not 
have taken so much pains to apologize 
had he not fully understood that the 
facts were ready to offer contradiction 
him. 

The ocstatic delight which the hotel 
attendants seem to suffer when asked 
to do things for me tempted me to 
keep them on the run, and among oth- 
er things I called for in my room, was

his Japanese. On this basis we man- 
aged to exchange ideas very definite- 
ly and satisfactorily. 

, It was a bitterly cold, penetrating 
morning and I was glad I had brought 
all my wraps and furs. Just as I 
was starting out to sight-see, and had 
tucked myself in the rickshaw, the 
| hotel proprietor appeared at the door 
and directed an attendant to place one 
j}of those little Japanese hand stoves 
at my feet. I tried to fancy getting 
so much attention and devotion from 
'a@ hotel in my own good and “sincere” 
country, but my imagination gave up 
the task and I reflected, somewhat sad- 
ly, On the shortcomings which so often 
accompany the higher virtues. 

Kioto is all Japanese, and lovely and 
fascinating beyond words. No out- 
rageous and indelicate looking mod- 
ern buildings come butting in on the 
quaint and quiet charm of the place, 
and neither is there that absurd hotch- 
potch of readdy-made American clothes 
combined incongruously with Japanese 
garments-—which forces -itself on your 
attention in Tokio and Yokoharna. 

it rained considerably during the 
day, and that, too, was charming, for 
it filled the streets with great yellow 
| umbrellas which bobbed up and down 
}in a lovely way. I could not think of 
putting myself out of the picture by 
raising my own stupid and sensible 
American umbrella, nor could I con- 
sent to have the rickshaw top raised 
to shut out the smallest part of my 
view. I wanted to look, look, look, 
everywhere and in all directions, so I, 
too, bought one of ‘the great spread- 
ing umbrellas of heavy oiled paper 
and took childish enjoyment in my 
toy, feeling just as though T were tak- 
ing part in a play and listening de- 
ligntedly at the nice noise the rain 
‘made on it. 

Besides one or two hurried glimpses 
at a few of the famous and not so fa- 
mous temples, a pop call into some 
of the most irresistible of the shops, 
a beguiling half hour at one of the 
beautiful cloisome and satsama places, 
my day was devoted to seeing the 
mikados palace and Nijo castle. 

Fortunately in reaching these places 
I was trotted over great distances and 
got fascinating glimpses of things and 
people which were ail new and curious 
to me. Most of the coolies were bare- 
legged, with some sort of sandals tied 
to their feet by cords drawn between 
their big toes and the other ones. Their 
big umbrella-shaped hats were tied to 
their heads and undertheirchins with 
ropes and cords, but very often you 
would, see a half-naked workman with 
his head tied up in colored shawls, or 
bands of warm material, and over this 
a picture hat. Sometimes you would 
pass horses and oxen in the streets, but 
seldom, if ever, do you find either man 
or woman riding them. 

The people carry loads which we 
would not think of expecting anything 
but a beast of burden to carry. and 
when a horse or oxen is hitched to a 
cart, a man walks along by his. head 
and leads him through the streets. I 
noticed that the oxen also wore 
thatched sandals, which were tied to 
their feet with ropes drawn through 
the cleft in the hoof, just in the same 
way his master’s were put on. 

Some of the peasants are very pio- 
turesque, and ridiculous looking, in 
their thatched waterproof suits. Their 
hats are very wide and_= shelving, 
reaching to a high point in the center 
and sloping down and way out over 
their shoulders. They wear ae skirt 
which stands out briskly and gayly and 
reaches to the knee. Another skirt, or 
cape, comes from the neek and reaches 
to the waist. Hat, cape and skirt are 
all of thatched straw or grass of some 
sort, and generally of a cheerful yellow 
shade. The bare legs appearing under 
these frivolous-looking flounces awak- 
ens memories of gauzy Ballet girls, but 
the serjous, weather-beaten faces and 
great muscular legs prémptly annul 
the likeness upon closer serutiny.

of high thinking and plain living 
home, but I feel convinced that the 
true ideals of the simple life must 
have been imported from this country 
into others and had its origin with the 
royal families who made their home 
here. The large mass of buildings 
which compose the mikado’s palace 
stretches itself proudly over twenty- 
six acres of land which is inclosed in 
@ roofed wall made of earth and 
Plaster. 

There are six gates, but visitors are 
admitted only through one of them, 
called “The Gate of the August 
Kitchen.” I was pleased to discdéver 
that all display of pots and pans were 
considerately avoided and the indignity 
of the name promptly forgotten. You 
are first shown.into a little lodge 
where you sign your name and an old 
Japanese gentleman with another 
young one do a little bookkeeping over 
your permit before proceeding to es- 
cort you to the palace. 


You are, of course, asked to take oft 


your shoes before ‘entering, and you 
sit down on the steps and allow your 
escorts to bring vou some knitted ma- 
genta socks and help you off with 
your shoes As I wore a pair of low 
shoes and over them a pair of fur- 
lined “party” booté, the preparations 
were complicated by the intense in- 
terest which these excited. 

Is was left to my own devices while 
the young man and the old one gave 
my fur-lined boots the most strict and 
thorough examination: they turned 
them around, looked them inside out, 
felt of the fur, rubbed the velvet and 
showed an intense curiosity in a hole 
which was beginning to make its “&p- 
pearance in the toe. They talked a 
great deal about it all, and I sat and 
wondered, with my toes freezing all 
the time, how' long it would last and 
Whether there were any regulations 
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forbidding persons who wore fur- 
lined boots to enter the Mikado’s pal- 
ace. Finaliy, they quieted down and 
gave me to ‘understand by their 
pleased grimaces that I was forgiven 
and the incident was closed. I con- 
cluded later that no motive deeper 
than that of the insatiable Japanese 
curlosity was responsible for the de- 
lay. 

Upon entering the palace you are led 
through long corridors from one apart- 
inent to the other and the young little 
Japanese man tells you you are in the 
“Throne Room,” “The Study, “The Hall 
of Purple Mystery,” “The Drawing 
Room,” and so on. You are led from 
one apartment to another, each outdo- 
ing the other in its absolute simplicity. 
In the dining hall there is a polished 
table and in the “Pure and Cool Hall.” 
Which gets its name from a smal]! 
brogk which runs beneath its steps, 
there is the Mikado’s throne, a sort of 
catafalque, hung with silk curtains of 
black and white and red, the only 
other furnishings you see, except an- 
other throne in the “Hall of Purple 
Mystery,” are the wonderfully deco- 
rative and artistic screens or walis 
which framed in each apartment. The

THE SOUTH’S DESTINY FORESHADOWED. 


reason for the hope that the south is to be the nation’s dominant 
section owes it to himself to read the wonderful recital by Rich- 
ard H. Edmonds, published elsewhere in this issue of The Con- 
stitution. 

Mr. Edmonds, known nationally as editor of The Manufactur- 
ers’ Record, has imbued statistics with charm and logic with magic. 
In a manner as entrancing as romance, he has summarized the mar- 
velous progress of the southern states since the civil war. And 
then, with the purview of the prophet, tempered by the conserv- 
atism of the statistician, he opens before us the vista of the next 
quarter of a century, showing such wealth and symmetrical devel- 
opment for the southern states as must baffle imagination. 

In the statistical survey, published with his entire southern 
study, he offers a resume of southern progress since the civil war. 
That in itself is sufficiently stimulating to southern patriotism. 

But it is when, with the cold, penetrating skill of the authori- 
tative analyst, he casts a horoscope of our material destiny twenty- 
five years hence, that imagination falters before the stupendous 
images he draws of coming southern greatness. 

His chart covers every conceivable item of southern commerce 
and industry, and is well worth careful preservation by every 
thoughtful reader of The Constitution. For purposes of illustra- 
tion, we select two subjects from his list, assessed property values 
and the value of raw cotton. : 3 

He gives the total assessed value of southern property in 1909 
at $9,560,000,000, an increase of nearly 100 per cent since 1860. 

Using as a basis of estimate the rate of increase between 1900 
and 1909, he prophesies that twenty-five years hence property 
values in the south will be assessed at $31,000,000,000—an increase 
of about 325 per cent! 

The value of the cotton crop in 1909 he sets at $647,045,000, in 
itself a fortune, and at that, exclusive of by-products. 

Utilizing the basis previously referred to, he estimates that 
twenty-five years hence the cotton crop will be bringing the almost 
incredible sum of $2,275,000,000! 

Such figures and facts as these strike but dully upon the 
mental retina. Their dimensions are so vast and unaccustomed 
as to lend themselves only indifferently to realization. 

But there they are, in the cold black and white of the trained 
and unemotional expert, with a liberal margin for chance and un- 
certainty. : 

The vivid picture Mr. Edmonds has outlined should be an 
electrical inspiration to every thoughtful southerner. Even more 
inspiring is the thought that in its materializing every southern 
man, however humble, is to have a share. 

And back of it all looms the majestic spectacle of the once 
isolated south moving swiftly and with sure stride to its position 


in the van of the nation.

THE HALF-HEATHEN AT OUR ELBOWS. 


“The Catholic church,” reports The New York Times, 
about to launch another missionary movement in this country, this 


time for negroes.” | 
The schools contemplated under this commendable plan are 


to be planted in the south, their logical location, and to be modeled 


after the Tuskegee institute. 
While we are very properly concerning ourselves about the 


“heathen” in Africa and Asia it is not amiss to give some thought 
to the half-heathen at our elbows, the ten million or more negroes 
in the southern states. Our duty to them is not less imminent than 
to the faraway Chinese, the Hindu, the Jap, the African and the 


Mahommedan. 


Decidedly not! oe 

Our obligation to the half-heathen at our gates 1s two-fold: 

It turns, first, upon humanity; and, secondly, upon self-interest. 

Here is a vast mass of childlike and rudimentary people, two 
or three generations from the jungle, plunged down into the midst 
of Anglo-Saxon civilization, to work out their destiny in the most 
strenuous and fiercely competitive age of history. 

Their inherited instincts revolve around the law of the jungle. 
Morally, they are weak, lacking the mainstays of centuries of civil- 
ization. Mentally, they are as yet, in the aggregate, little more than 
children. Physically, they are keenly susceptible to disease, even 
now making great inroads upon their racial and individual vitality. 

Even if we neglect the moral obligation, we cannot ignore that 
phase which bears inevitably upon our own welfare. 8 

The negro morally defective is a menace to the Caucasian. He 
takes toll of our resources, in crime and its punishment, in chain- 
gangs and penitentiaries. The negro mentally deficient is a drag 
upon industry and commerce, impeding progress and attaching 
himself as a parasite upon our institutions. The negro physically 
unfit is a vehicle for disease spreading to the white people, not to 
enumerate the direct tribute taken in charitable professional service, 
in hospitals and attendant items. | nee 

Upon every count, then, our duty and our self-interest lie in 
elevating this child race. 

Throughout history, two factors, and two only, have proved of 
value as aids to civilization, as tamers of chaotic impulses. They 
are: Religion and education. 

Our own ante-bellum experience demonstrates conclusively 
that the negro is amenable to these influences, when DIRECTED 
BY THE WHITE MAN. We of the south know that the negro 
needs the tutelage of the superior race, actual contact in a directing 
capacity with the race having behind it centuries of self-control and 
of achievement. 

There is only one way to substantiate this philosophy: And 
that is through our CHURCHES CARRYING PRACTICAL 
RELIGION AND EDUCATION TO THE NEGRO. 

A few are already discharging this fundamental obligation. In 
the degree that all of them, in the broadest manner conceivable, 
reach out humanizing efforts toward the half-heathen in our midst, 
they will be practicalizing their underlying creeds. 
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“CREATING A CATTLE INDUSTRY IN GEORGIA. 


Information of an awakening and instructive brand, is that con- 
tained in an interview published elsewhere in The Constitution, in 
which Dr. E. M. Knight, of the United States bureau of animal 
industry, outlines the possibilities of cattle-raising in Georgia. 

Dr. Knight talks from the vantage ground of an expert, and 
he does not attempt to infect Georgia farmers with false courage 
by minimizing the obstacles first to be obliterated. 

He lays down as a primary and indispensable premise the repeal 
of the no-fence law, a statement that will strike most Georgia farm- 
ers with iconoclastic force, since the law.was enacted as the result 
of a one-time almost universal demand. 

Dr. Knight, however, raises the point that the open range in 
Georgia is fatal to cattle-raising, leading inevitably to the pollution 
of strains and making it impossible to build up a high grade of 
combination beef and milch cattle. 

What he suggests in the way of county clubs for the common 
ownership of siring bulls of regrstered beef breed is exactly in line 
with previous contentions of The Constitution. It is only through 
community cooperation, at small expense to the individual, that 
we may gradually and upon sure foundations erect the neglected 
cattle industry. 


Dr. Knight holds that the small farmers of Georgia can add

Dr. Knight says: 
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THE NEGLECTED FARMER'S WIFE. 


“The seeming policy of our state,” runs an appeal from a com- 
mittee of the mth Federation of Woman’s Clubs, published else- 
where, “has been to speed the plow and neglect the cradle.” 

No more graphic or accurate epitome could be stated, than this 
sentence in which these broad-minded and vigilant women of 
Georgia indict the inadvertent neglett of many decades. - . 

Elsewhere, the appeal the special committee ot the Federation 
is addressing to the legislature and the general public, is published 
in full. 

It makes vigorous, attention-challenging reading. 

The direct idea of the Federation is that the farm women of 
the state may be greatly aided by qualified lectures, operating under 
the supervision and authority of the Georgia State College of 
Agriculture. ; 

They expect to make a determined campaign the next few 
months, to the end of inducing the legislature to add $5,000 to the 
appropriation of the college, to be expended in the manner indicated. 

It is notable that President Barrett, of the Farmers’ Union, 
enthusiastically indotses the efforts of these devoted Georgia 
women. | 

“The Farmers’ Union,” he declared in a recent interview, “has 
probably done more than any other Organization to improve’ the 
condition of the wives and daughters of the farmers, taking them 
out of the cotton field and giving them educational advantages and 
many of the pleasanter phases, as well as the drudgery of life. It 
is extremely gratifying to me to see that the Federation of Woman’s 
Clubs will cooperate with us in our work. They could direct their 
endeavors to no end more patriotic.” 

Nor could they! i 

As the appeal intimates, we have been zealously striving to 
carry learning and comfort to the farm, that we might increase our 
agricultural output and augment the contentment of the farmer. 

But we have done reproachfully little for the farmer’s wife, 
the force back of successful agriculture, whose self-effacing, arduous 
and sometimes monotonous endeavors have made progress in rural 
Georgia possible. 

It is a splendidly creative campaign im which these consecrated 
women are engaged. 
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THE CONSTITUTION’S MOTOR TRUCK CONTEST. 


The Constitution’s announcement of a commercial motor vehicle 
contest, as auxiliary to its All-Georgia Good Roads contest, has had 
the natural effect of drawing spontaneous enthusiasm and approval. 

Just as the automobile proper has come as a permanent factor 
in our transportation problem, so has the motor truck and its many 
phases come as a permanent factor in the equation of urban and 
rural short hauls. 

The most casual observer may see in the multiplying com- 
mercial power vehicle on the streets of Atlanta a prophecy of that 
rapidly approaching day when the horse and the mule will be rele- 
gated to a position of minor importance. 

Almost within the boundaries of a year, so swift has been the 
evolution, the motor truck and van and delivery wagon has become 
a familiar figure upon the thoroughfares of this city, gradually dis- 
placing the slower and less reliable animal power and foreshadowing 
its ultimate absolute supplanting. 

In the country districts, also, the impending change is percep- 
tible. Ingenuity has virtually hitched power to the plow, as well as 
to the farm wagon. 

So that it is in logical sequence with The Constitution’s perma- 
nent crusade for good roads in Georgia, that it should likewise en- 
courage the popularity of those commercial vehicles destined to 
take advantage of good roads. . 

As already stated, the details of the contest are as yet only 
tentative. They will be made broad enough to include every use of 
the commercial power vehicle, whether upon city streets or country 
highways. 

The rapidly intensifying prosperity of Georgia will soon demand 
the introduction of the most effective, swiftest and cheapest modes 
of delivery both in town and country. The stimulation of that 
healthy business sentiment is the motive of The Constitution’s latest 
contest appealing to as wide an audience as that which is wrought 
into constuctive enthusiasm by the good roads’ events. 


THE MILITANT SUFFRAGISTS. 


Though the suffragettes assert there is nothing in the federal 
constitution which limits the rights of citizenship. to men, or de- 
nies the right of suffrage to women, they would be just as well 
pleased for the constitution to be amended so as to provide in the 
fourteenth amendment: 

That the right to vote shall not be abridged or denied on ac- 
count of race, SEX, color, or previous condition of servitude. 

Grant of citizenship is from the national government; grant 
of suffrage is from the individual state. 

The women are at last asserting and declaring and asseverat- 
ing with more or less vehemence and rhetorical floresence that the 
time has come when they should no longer be classed with the 
insane, and the feeble-minded, convicts, and other undesirable citi- 
zens, to say nothing of miners, who are not permitted to express 
an Opinion at the polls. ; 

With the woman suffrage movement winning amazing vic- 
tories in every country, and steadily advancing the cause in the 
states of the union, the militant suffragists appear to be gath- 
ering strength and determination for a determined raid on congress. 

Though the American woman lacks the real grievances which 
have emboldened and embittered her English sisters, the charac- 
ter of the women who have taken up the movement here, and the 
aggressive spirit being manifested, makes plain the fact that “votes 
for women” is not an ephemeral demand. 
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_ POLITICS IN GREAT BRITAIN. 


Apparently, the house of lords is to be mended rather than 
ended, though the average thinker will find difficulty in seeing 
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’wherein the latest Asquith resolutions leave these august gentlemen 


a semblance of legislative power. ? 
The premier has effected his long purpose to strip the lords 
of the power of veto, upon financial legislation, by a coalition with 
the Irish parliamentary contingent, or the nationalists. For sup- 
porting the budget, including the “unearned increment clause, he 
has promised them the ancient Irish dream of home rule. Be: 
The result of the bund is seen in the majority of 103, which 
the house of commons gave the Asquith resolutions to nullify the 
veto function of the lords. . 

The question now arises: What will the lords do about it? 

If, as upon the issue of the budget itself, they reject this reso- 
lution, either another general election will be precipitated or the 
government, considered in the sense of the liberal party, will dis- 
solve. . 

The premier made rather vague statements regarding a card 
he yet had up his sleeve for the recalcitrant lords. 

Meanwhile, the Rosebery plan of self-reform for the upper 
body is progressing but indifferently. 

The lords are loath to forego the feature of hereditary repre- 
sentation, such as would eliminate the objectionable and hamper- 
ing phase typified by the “wild men of the woods.” a 

Whatever the ultimate outcome of the immediate crisis, the 
true significance is that public opinion in Great Britain ha 
ten the eventual abolition of hereditary privilege in government.

HALLEY’S COMET IN 1835, 
BY ATLANTAN WHO SAW IT

“Afraid of Halley’s comet, negress 
loses her mind.” 

“Alarmed over the possible dire re- 
Sults of Halley's comet coming in con- 
tact with the earth, Jane Godfrey, & 
young negress, has lost her mind, and 
tonight is locked in the county jail 
preparatory to being transferred to the 
State asylum. 

“Other negroes in this community 
are more or less alarmed over what 
some of them declare is ‘the visitin’ of 
God’s wrath’ in the sending of the 
comet.” 

The above clipping and similar no- 
tices in the daily papers bring to mind 
Some of the sensational scenes that 
happened when this same comet ap- 
peared in the year 1835. The whole 
country had just recovered from the 
impression made upon it by the falling 
of the stars, only two years before. 
At that time almost all the negroes 
of the south and a great many illiter- 
ate and ignorant white people felt that 
when the stars fell that the world had 
come to an end or would soon do so. 

Although quite a child, only seven 
years of age, I remember distinctly 
some of the startling, although very 
amusing, circumstances that happened 
in good old middle Georgia about the 
middle of November, 1835. 


Millerism Came With It. 


About the time our good pbople were 
recovering from the shock of the stars 
falling, Millerism had begun toe hold 
its sway. William Miller, after whom 
Millerism gdét its name, was a pre- 
millenialist, and thousands of follow- 
ers expected the immediate return of 
Jesus to reign upon the earth, believ- 
ing im the literal fulfillment of the 
prophecies. They claimed that the 
first judgment would take place not 
later than 1840, or perhaps several 
years before. 

So firm was the faith of many that 
they disposed of all their worldly pos- 
sessions preparatory to this event. So 
far as I could learn, no one in Georgia 
did so, but thousands in other portions 
of the country prepared “ascension 
robes,” ready to be fully clothed for 
the occasion. When the comet appear- 
ed, many felt that that was a token 
that Judgment day was close at hand, 
and that the world was coming to an 
end. Negroes held meetings at various 
times and became very much excited 
over the suject, 


Wanted to Be Forgiven. 

At these meetings, in order to be 
ready when the world comes “ter er 
een” they wanted to be ready to go. 
Here they.confessed their sins to one 
another, afd to their good “old marster 
above.” Q@id Aunt Esther, one of my 
father’s sé@rvants, confessed to “cuss- 
ing” the cow because she kicked over 
the bucket of milk, while Aunt Esther 
was down on her knees praying and 
she,asked her “Heavenly Marster’ to 
forgive her for it. 

Old Uncle Martin asked to be for- 
given for eating the chicken pie which 
his wife had cooked from a chicken 
that he stole the night before from 
Miss Sophia’s chicken coop, and all 
such other ludicrous scenes were being 
enacted. Among the lower class of 
white people things almost as ludi- 
‘¢rous were daily happening. 

I remember well one of our neigh- 
bors, old Mr. Baird, came over and got 
very mad, almost uncontrollable, be- 
cause my father would not agree with 
him in his extreme Millerism, and be- 
cause he would not help him get ready 
“and buy ascension robes and prepare 
for judgment day.” In that day and 
time, compared to the present state of 
science, people were very ignorant of 
comets, always dreading their appear- 
ance. 


Josephus, in early days, enumerates 


them as one of the omens foreboding 
disaster to Jerusalem, “a star resem- 
bling a sword which stood over the 
city and a comet that continued a 
whole year.” 

Several centuries thereafter Milton 
expressed the general belief of his 
times— 


“Satan stood . . . @nd like a come 
burned, 7 
That fires the earth of Gphiuclus, huge, 
In the Actick sky, and from its horried 
hair, 
Shakes pestilence and war. 
Peeple Kaew Littie About It. 
Valen Halley's comet made its ap-

Jackson (Old Hickory) was thé@n pft@s- 
ident of the United States, and t 
least three-fourth of the area of the 
present country was still a wilderness. 
So, there were few scientifiC workers. 
in that day, not even a single obserya- 
tory had been established in all Anier- 
ica, consequently the masses knew lit- 
tle or nothing of scientific matters, 
especially astronomy. ‘ 

This comet was named for Sir Ed- 
ward Halley, the son of a soap. hoiler 
of London. Although of very ‘Aadmpble 
lineage, Halley soon became @ leading 
English astronomer, an intinidte friend 
and companion of Sir Isaac Newté6n. 
Of all the scientists, he was the very 
first to identify this comef#fas a regu- 
lar periodic visitor and t@ predict its 
return in 1910. . 

Was Larger tm ,IS35. 

According to Halley, this comet has 
had its perthelion (coming nedr the 
sun) at least twenty-five times, its first 
visit being October 9, 11 B. C, and its 
next June 26, A. D. 66. From that time 
to the present it has obeserved a regu- 
lar periodicity of seventy-five $0 Sev - 
enty-six years, until its pres@ent ap- 
pearance. 

Halley’s comet, as it now appears, 
does not look at all like it did in 1885. 
It is much smaller, less brilliant and 
its tail far shorter. 

The return of this comet to the exact 
day and date predicted, shows to the 
world the wonderful progress astron- 
omy has made in the last half century, 
especially in America, where today we 
have hundreds of observatories, be- 
sides other scientific institutions scat- 
tered throughout the land. All of these

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OLD WORLD COMRT GOSSIP

No one has any right to speak of 
the old Roman aristocracy as effete. 
Don Scipio Borghese, who owing to 
the.lunacy of his father, is the virtual 
head of the historic house of Borghese, 
gained his surname of Asiaticus by 
Winning the automobile race from 
Pekin to China a few’ years ago. One 
of the Princes of Boncompagni 
achieved world-wide fame as a 
mathematician. he Duke of Sermo- 
neta is distinguished not only as a 
statesman—he has repeatedly held the 
office of minister of foreign affairs— 
but is also the leading archeologist in 
Italy; while his eldest son and hetr. 
who bears the title of Prince Teano, is 
the greatest living authority on Is- 
lamic lore, and has just brought out 
the third volume of his monumental 
work on the history of Islam, which 
ig to cover the period from the Hejira 
to the capture of Constantinople in 
1453. 

Prince Teano, who on his father’s 
death will become fifteenth duke of 
a family that has furnished two popes, 
and no less than seventeen cardinals to 
Roman history, and which has been in 
uninterrupted possession of its lands 
since the year A. D. 981, its first pope 
being Gelasius IIl., who reigned in 
1118, and the second, Boniface VIII. 
whom Dante damned with particyger 
emphasis in one of the circles of Wis 
“Inferno” (Canto 27)—is a very tall 
man, considerably over 6 feet in 
height, with big, thoughtful dark eyes, 
a@ short black beara and mustache, 
fine chiseled features and with the 
face of a man that one would expect 
to see framed in a monastic cowl 
rather than in society, as that of the 
husband of one of the prettiest and 
most fascinating women of Anglo- 
Italian society, daughter of the chief 
of the house of Colonna; a woman who 
may lay claim to being the most dar- 
ing feminine pioneer in the sport of 
aviation. 

Prince Teano, who is barely forty, 
did not approach the great task which 
he has set to himself, of writing the 
history of Islam without due prepara- 
tion. He took the highest honors in 
Oriental languages at the University 
of Rome in 1891, after serving as a pri- 
vate in the Italian army, and then 
proceeded to work his way through 
Northern Africa, starting from Moroc- 
co, and traveling through Algeria, Tu- 
nis and Tripoli, into Egypt, a suffi- 
clently daring adventure. His next 


and Northern Arabia. 
the buried cities of Mesopotamia and 
Babylon, traversing Persia from end 
to end, visiting India and explored the 
desolation of Central Asia. All his 
journeys were undertaken with the 
sole object of studying Mohammedan 
history, geography, religion and civill- 
zation at first hand; a task, facilitated 
by his extraordinary command of 
Oriental languages. Most of the time 


he traveled without any escort. But 
ne has never been molested, not even 


Ss writ- in the most lawless districts, his won- 


derful immunity being partly due to 
the fact that he was able to speak to 
the races with whom he came into con- 
tact im their own tongue sas 


versed in the courtesies they looked 
for in a stranger, but more especially 
owing to the interest and sympathy 
which he manifested in their religion. 
Many of them attempted to convert 
him: to Islam, and from this missionary 
zeal he drew no smal! profit for the 
purpose of his present work. Yet, with 
all that, he declares, like every clever 
Orientalist, that for a Buropean to 
enter inte and know the mind of the 
Mahommedan or of the Oriental, is a 
well nigh -impossible feat, and  ex- 


pregses hig opinion that the only Eu- 
ropean who ever succeeded, and that 
only in a limited measure,.was the late 
Sir Richard Burton. 

Prince Teano, in the midst of all his 
Oriental travels, has found time to 
visit the United States, not once, but 
On seyeral occasions, and the grand 
old C@etani palace at Rome containg 
some Tine pelts and heads of grizzlies 
shot in the Rockies. The Caetani pal- 
ace dates from the middle of the 
fifteenth century and was bullt by the 
famous Architect Amannatti. The 
late Duke Michael Angelo Caetani is 
familiar tO many American readers 
through &is portrayal in some of the 
novels of Marion Crawford. He was 
not only an unbellever, but also one 
of the bitterest foes of the Roman 
Catholic church, took a prominent part 
in bringing about the downfall of the 
temponal power of the papacy, bore te 
King Victor Emmanuel in Florence 
the result of that Roman plebescite of 
1870, upon which the reigning house 
of Italy bases its rights to the pos- 
session of the Eterna! City, and ac- 
tually went so far as to propose from 
his seat on the extreme left of the 
Itallan chamber the expulsion of the 
papacy from Italy and the destruction 
of the vatican by fire as the best 
means of solving the Roman queation. 

Those who know how very generous 
and patient the Duke of Newcastle has 
been with his only brother and hetr.

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FOR NEGLECTED FARMER'S WIFE 
WOMAN'S. FEDERATION PLEADS 


The State Federation of Women's 
Clubs has had under consideration for 
several months the study of plans for 
the improvement of the opndition of 
rural homes. At a recent meeting the 
subject was referred to a special com- 
mittee on educational-legisl&tive work, 
with power to act. After several 
weeks of earnest investigation this 
committee, composed of influential wo- 
men from various parts of the state, 
determined to ask the legislature to

women could be added to its travel- 
ing staff. These néw teachers would 
be experts in domestic sciences and 
would give instruetions in the towns 
and villages throughout the state. 


The Appeal. 

The appeal of the committee to the 
legislature and the people of the state 
is in substance as follows: 

“Aggressive educational campaigns 
under the auspices of state and federal 
governments have broadened the 
scope of the farmer, but nothing has 
been done in Georgia to lighten the 


“ drudgery or brighten the homes of 


the farmer's wife. The seeming policy 
of our state has been to speed the plow 
and neglect the cradle. The character 
of a people is formed in childhood, and 
by the mother. The health of the 
family is in the hands of the house- 
keeper. The success of the farmer and 
the welfare of his children are all de- 
pendent on good housekeeping. Yet; 
of the hundreds of thousands spent in 
Georgia for public education, not one 
penny is appropriated to strengthen 
this vital spot. 
The Home-Maker. 

“The farmer’s wife is the emergency 
doctor of the family. For. small ills 
She is both physician and pharmacist, 
In the preparation of food and especi- 
ally in ‘the care of milk, she is the 
Sanitary official. She is responsible 
for domestic hygiene. It is difficult to 
over-estimate the dignity of these du- 
ties. The farm replenishes the ever- 
exhausting city, not only in materials, 
but in men. In the final analysis, the 
farmer's wife is the chief support of 
the state. Self-preservation demands, 
even if gratitude should not inspire, a 
regard for her. She; above al] oth- 
ers deserving, is the one thus far un- 
rewarded. 

“There are countless ways and 
means of saving labor gwhich have 
never been taught to the farmer's wife 
and daughter. There are improved 
méthods of preparing and preserving 
foods, inexpensive devices of screening 
out flies, and of house-cleaning, which 
if once introduced into the _ rural 
home would enhance incalculably its 
health and comforts. A little study In 
growing flowers and shrubs and vines 
would beautify the home and afford 
abiding pleasure to the mothers and 
daughters. There is no better way to 
attract the boys to the farm than to 
meke the farm attractive kt is in the 


aesthetic and artistic that the home in 
the country differs from the home in 
the city, and it is this difference, to a 
large degree, that causes the country 
family to move to town. Periodicals 
that appeal to the taste of women are 
rarely found in the farm home, even 
the simpler games or kindred amuse- 
ments are exceptional. It is the mo- 
notony that repels. Good roads, tele- 
phones and rural mail delivery put 
the farmer in closer touch with the 
busy werld, but only in. a meagre 
measure does his wife share in these 
new endowments. 
Unequal Appropriations. 

“Georgia has appropriated millions 
to public education, not a dollar to the 
direct betterment of the condition of 
the farmer’s wife. Our school of agri- 
culture has carried instruction to the 
town and hamlet and in doing so, has 
performed a work noble and enduring, 
but for lack of appropriation have 
been unable to give instruction on 
subjects which so deeply concern the 
housewife. 

“The longing for help on the part of 
the women on the farms is shown by 
their constant requests, which have 
come to the state’s traveling teachers, 
that women be allowed to attend thé 
village lectures. The state, in its 
bounty, has come near to them—we 
ask that it extend its paternal hand 
a little further. A little seed of kind- 
ness on this receptive soil will respond 
a thousand fold. 

“It is not intentional neglect, for the 
cause has never been brought to the 
attention of our legislators. We are 
confident that when the legislature 
does consider this measure no un- 
friendly voice will be heard. 

What Work Will Be. 

“The work to be done by the travel- 
ing teachers will be simple and ef- 
fective. It will include practical de. 
monstrations in preparing food: in 
modern methods of hygiene; in the 
care Of children; in beautifying the 
home; in labor-saving appliances, ana 
in the selection of books and periogi- 
cals. 

“A large number of the women 
helped by these lectures themselves 
become enthusiastic free teachers of 
those of their neighbors who had not 
availed themselves of the opportunity. 
In this way the great enterprise will 
be self-perpetuating and do good be- 
yond computation.”

TO SPEAK IN NEW YORK 


R. E. Stallings Will Address 
Associated Clubs of Do- 
mestic Science. 


State Chemist R. E. Stallings, who is 
the pure food authority for the state, 
has been invited to deliver an address 
before the Associated Clubs of Domes- 
tic Science, which is to hold an expo- 
sition at Madison Square Garden in 
New York city, September 17th to 24th. 
He hag also been requested to send an 
exhibit of adulterated foods from 
Georgia to be shown at this exposi- 
tion. 

Dr. Stallings will probably accept 
the invitation to speak on the Georgia 
pure food law, which has been adopted 
by a great many southern states, but 
it will be a difficult task to get up an 
exhibit of adulterated foodstuffs in 
this state, for since the enfocement 
of the pure food law the state has been 
so hot after the adulterated food man- 
ufacturers that there is little or no 
adulterated food in Georgia now. The 
first report Dr. Stallings issued on the 
pure food situation he wrote that 
Georgia, up to the enactment of the 
pure food law, was the, dumping 
ground for the United States in adul- 
terated foodstuffs. 

During the past year the department 
has been greatly troubled by the at- 
tempted sale of damp corn and hay 
shipped to Georgia from the west. The 
effect of feeding this stuff to Georgia 
work stock has been most disastrous, 
and a number of deaths are directly 
attributable to its use. Since the en- 
forcement of the pure food law, more 
than ever the merit of cotton seed meal 
as a feed for cattle and live stock has 
been demonstrated, because more near- 
ly than any other feed it measures up 
fully to the requirements of the pure 


ifood regulations, and ig rapidly forg- 


ing ahead.

THEODORE ROOSEVELT 
IS NOT FIGHTING TAFT 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, April 17.—(Special.)— 
If Theodore Roosevelt is a candidate 
for the presidency fn 1912 it will be 
with the assent and approval of Wil- 
liam H. Taft and will mean that Presi- 
dent Taft does not want a renomina- 
tion and relection. 

This assertion is made by friends of 
both these distinguished men, who are 
neither stampeded the “Back from 
Elba” talk for unawWare of its signifi- 
cance. They supplement the asser- 
tion with the declaration that it is 
not at all unlikely that President Taft 
will decide that he does not want to 
succeed himself. They point out that 
Mr. Taft never was particularly anx- 
ious to acquire presidential honors; 
that his experience to date as chief 
magistrate has not been happy, and 
that four years more in the white 
house would mean little to him save 
grave responsibilities and wear and 
tear, both mental and physical. 

Under such circumstances, they say, 
it is obvious why Mr. Taft might wel- 
come a situation where it would be 
possible for him to retire on his own 
motion and relinquish the leadership 
in the next campaign to another. Only 
one consideration could induce him to 
seek another term .That would be the 


‘starting of a fight on him such that 


his self-respect and his duty to his 
party would impel him to fight back. 
Roosevelt Loyal te Taft. 

On the other hand, it is argued, it 
is folly to suggest that Mr. Roosevelt 
will return to the United States and 
start a fight against President Taft, 
Or even be a party to such a fight. 
Roosevelt has been accused of many 
things, but not of failure to stand by 
his friends. That he and the president 
are friends has been demonstrated 
conclusively. Moreover, Mr. Roose- 
velt invariably stands by anything he 
has done. That Mr. Taft is now presi- 
dent is due primarily to the initiative 
and work of Mr. Roosevelt. To fight 
President Taft would be for Mr. Roose- 
velt to admit that he was wrong when 
he urged Taft's nomination ,and elec- 
tion. 

Aside from that, however, Mr. Roose- 
velt is recognized as too shrewd a 
politician to open war on Taft when 
he returns home,and the more con- 
servative of his friends say he will not 
@o that. no matter how much he may 
desire to return to the presidency, or 
how certain he may be that there is 
an overwhelming demand for his can- 
didacy in 19132. 

Shortly after Mr. Reoseveit’s returs 


he will make a great swing around the 
country. First he will go to Cheyenne, 
Wyo., to participate in the celebration 
of “Frontiers’ day.” Then he will go 
to Denver, thence to San Antonio, for 
the reunion of his Rough Riders and 
thence back to New York. 

On such a trip he will necessarily 
make scores of speeches. He will be 
just as much in demand, and just as 
great crowds will turn out to see and 
hear him, as when he made similiar 
trips as president of the United 
States. Unusual importance will at- 
tach to his utterances, as it is prob- 
able that he will make no public dec- 
larations of a political nature prior 
to this. trip. 

Roosevelt’s Probable Course. 

For him to launch forth in criticf’m 
of President Taft and the Taft admin- 
istration to date would be nothing 
less than for him to announce form- 
ally that he is a candidate for tfe 
presidential nomination two years 
hence. 

That would be political suicide, the 
wise ones say, for it would commit 
him to an open, aggressive campaign 
of almost.two years, and would be 
starting it at a pitch that could not 
be maintained. 

Rather it is expected by friends of 
the administration that Mr. Roosevelt 
will stand staunchly by President Taft 


and commend him and his administra- 


tlon to the people. He can do this 
without stultifying himself, it {sg 
claimed, despite the arguments of 
many of his more radical followers 
that the Roosevelt policies have suf- 
fered at the hands of the incumbent 
of the white house. He will not be 
expected to indorse every single act 
and policy of the present administra- 
tion, but to go. to the eupport of 
President Taft along genera? lines. 

Pursuing such a course will by no 
means eliminate Mr. Roosevelt from 
the presidential equation. On the con- 
trary, it will make him all the strang- 
er a factor, and will make his nomi- 
nation and election the logical and 
easy thing to accomplish in event the 
developments of the next twelve 
months do not create a substantial de- 
mand for Taft's renomination, and the 
president himself doves not alter his 
present determination, which is well 
known, that he will continue his ad- 
ministration of public affairs without 
a thought of a second term. 


Taft May Ture to Roosevelt. 


President Taft at one time doubted 
that he was the most available man 
to head the republican national ticket 
in 1908. He may see that his renomi- 
nation would invite defeat at the polis, 
and he may see, too, that Mr. Roose- 
velt would be the only man the party 
could put forward who could win. 
Under such circumstances, the pre- 
diction runs, being on the best pos- 
ible terms with Mr. Roosevelt, he 


— welcome the latter’s nomina- 
on. 

It goes without saying that this 
theory does not accord with the Meas 
of the ultra-radical Rooseveltians, 
~ho @re clamoring for his return as & 
presidential candidate, and who insist 
caat me Cannot and 
the Taft administration. These “Back 
from Elba” enthusiasts demand that 
their hero shall af once assume the 
direction of party affairs, and insist 
that the movement to nominate him 
two years hence should be started 
simultaneously with his returm to the 
United States. 

However, Mr. Roosevelt will have 
little difficulty in controlling his de- 
voted followers, and he knows more 
about practical, effective politics in 
a minute than they can learn in ts 
of constant application to the science. 
As for his relations with President 
Taft, it is by no means a violent &6- 
sumption that they understand each 
other fairly well and mutual friends 
predict they will be able to adjust 
themselves to one another and to the 
present political situation without as- 
sistance or interference.

But even before 
that balance can be-established the 
south can create g@ better balance in 
its agriculture, so that cotton, to- 
bacco, rice fruit and truck shall not 
monopolize the energies of individual 
farmers, and that more acreage and 
labor be given to raising more live- 
stock not merely for the sake of the 
meat and the by-products in the shape 
of wool, hides, bones, etc., but also 
as a@ means of increasing the fertility 
of southern lands. 

In Wire-Grass Geo 

The change toward greater diversi- 
fication is taking place in spots ail 
Over the south. A pioneer section 
was that portion of Georgia known as 
the “wire grass.” Twenty years ago 
that section was thinly settled by 
men largely interested in raising cat- 
tle and sheep and paying but little 
attention to general agriculture ‘be- 
yond the raising of small crops for 
home use. Thousands of acres of land 
were sold at the rate of 60 cents an 
acre. Game was abundant, and only 
the coming of a railroad for the saw- 
mill and turpentine plant opened the 
eyes of intelligent observers to the 
farming possibilities of the region. An 


natural resources was given by the 
founding in 1895, by H. P. Fitzger- 
ald, of his colony for federal veter- 
ans, now a city of 10,000 people, with 
paved streets, waterworks, electric 
lights and all other conveniences of a 
modern community, surrounded by 
improved farms and orchards, and 
with a tax value increased in four- 
teen years from $31,000 to more than 
$3,500,000. The record made by 
Fitzgerald is but typical of the rec- 
ord of the twenty-five counties, cov- 
ering about 6,000 square miles of 
territory. These twenty-five counties 
have increased their population since 
1890 from 168,986 to 257,396, and the 
assessed value of their property from 
$32,188,000 in 1891, to $74,000,000 in 
1908. As the forests were cut off 
thrifty and industrious farmers took 
up the lands, making cotton their 
surplus crop, cultivated by land own- 
ers and raising in addition wheat, 
corn, rye, oats, upland rice, sugar- 
potatoes, peas, pinders, velvet 
beans, melons and a variety of fruits 
and vegetables, As high as 170 bush- 
2is of corn and 250 bushels of sweet 
potatoes have been raised to the acre, 
and a crop of 60 tons of hay has been 
gathered from forty acres which had 
ylelded a crop of oats' earlier in the 
year. Cotton manufacturing is al- 
ready flourishing in towns, some of 
which were not ov the map in 1890, 
and their success has directed atten- 
tion to manufacturing opportunities 
on other lines in that section. 
Within the game period ang dating 
from the disastrous freeze which, at 
the time, was thought erroneously to 
mark the death of citrus fruit-culture 
in Florida, that state has, while re- 
gaining and increasing its prestige in 
that particular, become one of the 
great market gardens for the country. 
The eastern shore counties of Virginia, 
within ecannon-shot of the birthplace 
of the truck-growing industry, have 
' become specialists in potato culture, 
eastern North Carolina has taken the 
lead in early strawberries, with other 
centers developing in Tennessee and 
| South Carolina; the Georgia peach and 
' watermelon, the apples of West Vir- 
| ginia, Virginia and Arkansas and the 
Sumatra tobaccos of Alabama and 
Florida have come to the fore in the 
markets. Trucking has extended down 
the coast from South Carolina to Mis- 
Sissippi, Louisiana and Texas, dairy- 
ing has developed in Louisiana, and 
the Spanish onion of Texas has nearly 
wrecked the growers of Bermuda. 
Oklahomsg is raising annually one- 
quarter as many bales of cotton as 
the whole south grew in the season 
of 1860-61. Oklahoma, as well as

land, into a garden spot, and any 
story which tells of mineral and water 
power devlopment, is a story. of vital 
hurm.an interest. : 

All the things herein sketched must 
be accomplished and, indeed, much more 
if the south is to enter upon its high 
agricultural calling. 

Mining and Manufacturing Advance. 

It has, however, other callings. All 
along the Piedmont, from Virginia to 
Alabama, there is an almost continu- 
ous symphony of spindles with getach- 
ed music in Mississippi, Louisiana and 
Texas. The cotton mills of the south, 
on the wav to fulfillment of destiny, 
are sharing equally with all the other 
mills of the country the amount of cot- 
ton annually consumed. But that 
amount, 5,000,000 bales, is less 
than 38 per cent of the average an- 
nual southern cotton crop. 

Textiles were the industry which 
naturally became the pioneer in the 
revival of southern manufacturing. But 
in 1880 the 667,000 spindles in south- 
ern mills were lesg than twice the 
number that had been active in 1860, 
and the $21,000,000 of capital were 
only about $9,000,000 more than the 
capital that was wiped out by the war. 
By 1900, however, southern cotton

827,000 of capital. Stnce then the num- 


ber of active spindles has become 10.- 


650,000 and the capital has more than 
doubled and is now greater by $70,-

the century southern cotton mills have 
taken more American grown cotton 
than the mills In the rest of the coun- 
try. At the rate of the past nine 
years southern mills will increase in 
the next twenty-five years their cap- 
ital to $1,439,795,000 and their spin- 
diez to 46,816,000, and they will be con- 
suming 3,286,000,000 pounds of cotton, 
or 1,500,000,00% pourfds more than the 
whole count used in 1900. Under 
such conditions the south would hav 
to be raising 6,772,000 bales of cotton, 
or half its whole crop of 1908-09 for 
the use of its own mills alone.

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the change from charcoal to 
coke the furnaces, was at first lag- 
ging. Only 43,870 tons of coke were 
used-in.the United. States in 1870 and 
of that quantity less than 6,000 tons 
in the south. But between 1870 and 
1880 the production of southern pig- 
iron increased from 184,540 tons to 
397,801 tons, and between 1880 and 
1890 to 1,600,000 tons. The latter ten- 
year period was one of great expansion 
in southern iron, which has not con- 
tinued at the same rate. There was 
@n increase in the annual production 
between 1890 and 1900 of about 1,000,- 
000 tons, and the highest mark was 
reached in 1906, when 3,467,000 tons 
were made. The falling off to 2,326,- 
“792 tons in 1908 was a part of the gen- 
‘eral decline in the country by nearly 

10,000,000 tons consequent upon the 
panic of 1907-1908. To assume that the 
fron trade of the south will not in- 
crease much more rapidly in the fu- 
‘ture than during the last ten or twenty 
iyears, would be wholly’ incorrect. 
There wére certain economic conditions 
connected with the wonderful develop- 
ment of the Mesaba district resulting 
in concentration of capital and energy 
in building tron and stee) plants in 
| Pennsylvania and on the. Lake region, 
|which matérially halted the growth of 
‘the iron interests of the south for a 
'period of eight or ten years. 

South’s Iron Future 

After the organization of the United 
| States Steel corporation there was 
{much uncertainty for several years 
jon the part of investors as_ to 
ithe future of that organization, 
'and whether its gigantic power 
could be used to adversely influ- 
‘ence iron and _ “steel interests or not. 
‘Thus while undertheinfluence of this 
lgreat aggregation of capital and 
j} technical skill the iron and steel in- 
‘'terests of the north and west were 
being developed asnever before, the 
,. south lagged behind. Two years ago, 
‘however, when the United States Steel 
corporation showed its faith in the 
naturel advantages of the south for 
iron and steel making by the purchase 
of the Tennessée Coal, Iron and Rail- 
road Company, the situation changed. 
The indorsement thus given by the 
greatest authorities tn~the world on 
iron making has completely changed 
the whole situation, and now it is 
everywhere recognized that the south 
ig to take its natural position as one 
of the dominant factors in the world’s 
(iron trade. Ten years ago Abram 5. 
Hewitt predicted that Alabama would 
in twenty-five years dominate the 
ij basic steel industry of the world. The 
{vast investments which the Steel cor- 
‘poration is making in Alabama and 
the growth of foreign steel! trade from 
‘Birmingham through southern ports 
‘indicates the possibility of the fulfill- 
iment of Mr. Hewitt’s prophecy. 

It is altogether certain that un- 
Ger these new conditions the iron 
industry of the south will increase 
very rapidly and the production 
of that section will be in keep- 
ing with its unequalled natural re- 
sources. Moreover, with its vast stores 
of iron ore, and coal, and limestone in 
close proximity as against the haul of 
1,000 to 1,500 miles, whichis necessary 
in other sections to bring these raw 
materials to the furnaces, there will 
be a very rapid growth in the develop- 
ment of diversified industries in iron 
and steel, carrying this industry from 
the pig iron through the finer product 
instead of depending, as at present, so 
largely upon other sectiong for the 
higher class of finished iron and steel 
goods. So, too, in the case of lumber, 
there must be more done at home with 
the primary products of the forest. 
There must be a dozen High Points, a 
score of Oranges and Bogalusas, so 
that .the $1,457,000,000 of lumber prod- 
ucts in 1935 shall be readily an un- 
derestimate because, by that time, logs, 
boards, laths and shingles shall not 
represent the bulk of the products. 
Much of the cotton seed output is 
returned to the soil in the shape of 
fertilizer, but that enhancement of 
fertility is to look more and 
more to the phosphate rock, the 
sulphur, the pyrites and other 
southern minerals vast enough in 
extent to meet the needs of 
world, to say nothing of the 
nitrates to be derived from the air in 
the utilization of water powerg elec- 
trically. Of the basic fuel for indus- 
try, transportation and general com- 
fort, coal, the south has mined. but 
1,667,300,000 tons of its total original 
supply of 494,199,000,000 tons, not in- 
cluding the greater portion of the un- 
counted millions of tons of lignite un- 
derlying 84,200 square mileg of terri- 
tory. 

It was natural that coal mining 
in the south should show a steady de- 
velopment when the opportunity was 
once given and the need was pressing. 
Rising rapidly between 1870 and 18890 
from 2,191,627 tons to 6,037,000 tons, the 
the output advanced to 21,200,000 tons 
in 1890, to 49,000,000 tons in 1900 and 
to 96,000,000 tons in 1907. Then there 
Game a decline to 82,800,000 tons in 
1908, and in 1909 recovery had not been 
made. Still, the south ought to be 
| mining at least 260,000,000 tons in 
| 1935, if it only does as well propor- 
tionately as in the past nine years, and 
‘then it will be mining a few million 
, tons less than the total mined by the 
‘whole country in 1900. It is quite cer- 
tain that the production of 1935 will 
realiv far ‘exceed 260.000,000 tons. 

The Call Upon the Railroads. 
'- Essential to all of this exploitation 
in agriculture, lumbering, mining and 
manufacturing and in the expansion of 
foreign commerce, reaching annual 
proporticns of $1,097,000,000 in exports 
alone, is railroad construction. There 
was much activity on this line be- 
tween 1880 and 1900, increasing the 
mileage from 26,612 to 52,594. But 

22,000 of the total 32,000 miles added in 
that period were built between 18580 
and 1890. Less than an average of 
1,000 miles a year was bulit between 
1890 and 1900, and less than an aver- 
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age of 1,700 miles a year has been 
bullt since 1900. If only the average 
construction between 1880 and 1890 
had been done between 1906 and 1909, 
the south would now have about 75,000 
miles of railroad instead of 70,000. 
But much more than that average 
should have been done, and much 
more must be done to give the south 
its needed railroad facilitles. At the 
rate of increase of the past nine years 
the south will have in 1935 but 127,696 
miles Of railroad. It ought to have 
at least 212,000 miles, which it will 
have if the rate of increase between 
1880 and 1900 shall be maintained. 

The World”’s Richest Storehouse. 

Hion. Abram S. Hewitt some years 
ago, in a letter to the writer, said: 

“There is no corresponding region 
on this habitable globe which has so 
many advantages as the south, all 
evailable by natural or artificial com- 
munications and capable of more 
economic operation than in any other 
part of the country.” 

With such a foundation for material 
odvancement the south is now coming 
into its own. All that Mr. Hewitt and 
others foresaw tor the south is com- 
ing to pass. Southward the star of 
empire takes its way. Everywhere 
the great leaders in finance and in 
industrial development recognize that 
the south is the coming center of the 
world’s activities. The great railroad 
builders of America are struggling for 
Strategic positions in the southern 
railroad field. They recognize that the 
development of this section is but in 
its infancy. The tide of population is 
moving southward from the north and 
northwest. Even now 200,000 people 
from the west are settling in Texas 
and Florida and Louisiana and other 
portions of the south. This mighty 
host, great as it is, is ‘but the advance 
guard of the army that' soon will be 
moving southward. 

The south holds a practical monopoly 
of the world’s cotton production, hav- 
ing nearly three-fourths of the annual 
yield of this staple. There are over 
130,000,000 spindles in operation in the 
world. The south furnishes the cotton 
for three-fourths of them, though it 
has only about 10,500,000 spindles in 
Cperation itself. The illimitable pos- 
sibilities of expansion in cotton man- 
ufacturing in the south are indicated 
in these facts. : 

It has been demonstrated that the 
south is preeminehtly adapted to cdt- 
ton manufacturing. It has climatit 
advantages not surpassed elsewhere: 
it has almost unlimite@ water power 
available for utilization; it has a labor 
Supply of the native American stock— 
the best in the world, only needing an 
cpportunity .to work to attain the 
highest efficiency. Last year the south 
ir.creased its cotton mill interests by 
nearly 1,000,000 spindles, represented 
by the building of many new mills and 
the enlargement of existing plants, at 
a cost Of $20,000,000 to $25,000,000. It 
is steadily expanding’ {ts cotton in- 
dustry; it is building néw mills and 
constantly raising the grade of the 
goods produced. Connected with the 
cotton industry is the cotton seed oil 
business, which has grown in the last 
twenty-five years from practically 
nothing to an industry representing 
over $100,000 000 capital. With a cot- 
ton crop worth twWice as much as the 
world’s gold production, with cotton 
as the foundation of the greatest in- 
dustry in the world next to fron and 
steel, with unequalled advantages for 
cotton manu‘acturing, there ts no limit 
to the possible profitable expansion of 
the cotton industry in the south. Cot- 
ton is only one factor in the south’s 
development, for the natural resources 
of that section are great enough to 
meke the south enormously rich, even 
if it had no cotton. 


Vast Development Ahead. 

In 1880 the total bituminous coal 
output of the United States was 42,- 
000,000 tons. Last year the south 
mined twice as much, , The south is 
now making almost ag much pig iron 
as the United States made in 1880. 
What it is doing in coal and iron and 
steel at present are but indications of 
the vastness of the development which 
is ahead of this section. Great Britain, 
Germany, France and Austria have an 
aggregate of about 17,000 square miles 
of coal land. The south has over 62,- 
000 square miles or three and a half 
times as much as all of Europe ex- 
cepting Russia. With this almost un- 
limited supply of coal, with its great 
iron ore resources, with its rapid ma- 
terial expansion and the extension of 
fcreign trade through southern ports, 
there is scarcely any limit to the pos- 
sible industrial expansion of the 
south. It is destined to be one of 
the worid’s greatest industrial centers. 
The south is one of the nation’s great. 
est assets. It has coal and fron ore 
enough to duplicate the iron and steel 
industry of the whole country; it has a 
practica] monopoly of the world’s cot- 
ton production, and it has oll and gas 
and water powers, granites, marbles 
and phosphates ang many other nat- 
ural resources. , 
The foundation of all great manu- 
facturing interests—including coal, 
tron, cotton, oll, gas, phosphate, cop- 
per, water powers—are not found un- 
der similar conditions in any one coun- 
try in the world except in the south. 
With this cembination, and with these 
raw fmaterials in such vast quantity, 
so susceptible to utilization at the 
lowest cost, with a range of climate 
from that of the high mountain re- 
gions where thecold of Canada is du- 
plicated, to that of the semi-tropica! 
region of Florida and the gulf coast, 
this section offers a greater combi- 
nation of advantage to the homeseek- 
er, to the farmer, to the manufac- 
turer, to the railroad bullder than any 
other region on earth. Pennsylvania 
and Ohio have grown enormously rich 
on coal and iron. The northwest 
made fortunes out of timber. The 
central west has become a region of | 


wealth by reason of the development 
of its agricultural resources, followed 
afterwards by manufacturing. Eng- 
land@’s wealth, its suprémacy in “a 
nance and in commerce, have bee 
based on coal] and iron and on the 
manufacture of southern grown cot- 
ton.

It is already 
mining nearly 100,090,000 tons of coal! 
a@ year against 72,000,000 tons of b!- 
tuminous and anthracite combined for 
the United States tn 1880. It is de- 
veloping its iron and steel interests 
along broad lines. Many millions are 
being expended by the United States 
Steel Corporation and other leading 
concerns in the development of coal 
and fron and steel in the sonth. 
Great warehouse enterprises and 
transportation facilities to match the 
transportation development on the 
lakes are under way in this section. 
The thrill) of life i« felt. The music 
of progress is heard. 

The rapid growth of the banking f!- 
terests of the south {fs an indication 
of the Increasing wealth of that see- 
tion. In 1880 the aggregate resources 
of all the nattfonal banks of the 
“outh was $171.484,990. Yn the nert 
twenty years, or bv 1900. the total hed 
risen to $514.798,000, but between 1900 
and 1999, the resources of national 
banks in the sfonth advanced from 
$518.798.000 to $1.177,000,000, showing 
a gain of 8&60.009.000 In nine years, or 
an {Increase fn that time of over 100 
ner cent. The denoetts In atate. sav- 
ings and private banks and trust eom- 
nanies in the sonth which tn 1800 
amounted to $254,439,000, grew by 1908 
to $624,757.000. 

Growth and Promfre. 

These facts are merely indicattvs of 
the wonderfvl Improvemert tn the 
financial condition of the sonth and 
of the growing wealth of that sec- 
tfon. This Increase can be the better 
understood when {ft is remembered 
that the valine of the agrich!)tura! 
vroductsa of the sonth last year was 
$2,550,009.000, or $390.000.000 In excess 
of the total value of the farm products 
of the United States in 1880. and 
$100,000.000 more than the valine of 
the farm products of the United 
States as late as 1890. In other words, 
the south with 28.009,000 people is 
producing an agricultural outpnt of 
$100.000,000 more than‘ the United 
States with 63,000,000 people produced 
in 1890. 

It fs interesting to note In this con- 
nection that the south with a popula- 
tion of 28,000,000 Is spénding two and 
a half times as much upon its com- 
mon schools as the United States with 
31,000,000 population spent in 1860. At 
that time the entire country expended 
upon public school. education $22,500,- 
000. The south is now spending $56,- 
000,000 a year in the same cause. The 
wealth of the south exceeds by §$3,- 
000,00,000 the total wealth of the 
United States in 1860. The capital in- 
vested in mantfacturing in the south 
is twice as great as the total capital 
so invested in the United States in 
1860, and is about 80 per cent as great 
as that of the entire country In 1880, 

All that the south, however, has 
accomplished in material development, 
in agriculture, in manufactures, F 
railroad building, in mining and in the 
accumulation of wealth, has merely 
been the beginning of its real, broad 
development upon which it Is entering. 
A nation born in a day is scarcely 
more marvelous than the story of what 
is taking place in the erecting of 
great office buildings, the establish- 
ment of manufacturing enterprises, 
opening of mines, the expansion of 
tailroad facilities, the growth of cities 
and the southward trend of men and.

For days we had heard of wonderful 
places higher up in the mountain. The 
information had been so vague and 
unceftain we hardly knew whether to 
credit the reports or simply put them 
down as native folk lore or supersti- 
tion. One night we interviewed Askar, 
one of the Somali gunbearers. 

He said he had been up the moun- 
tain a year or two before with a 
Frenchman, who wanted to see the 
mysterious natural wonders of Mount 
Figon, The Frenchman had to threaten 
to kill his native guides before they 
would consent to lead him up in the 
cold heights of the mountain to show 
him the places that filled the native 
imagination with such fear and super- 
etitious dread. 

There was one place, Askar said, 
where the water boiled out of the 
ground far, far up in the mountain 
heights, and any native who looked at 
ft fell dead. Askar said he went up 
and looked at it through the glasses, 
and then ran away. 

All this queer information came out 
at one of our evening campfire 
“shauris.” The great central campfire 
of a safari is usually in front of the 
tents of the “meungu.” or whité peo- 
ple, and around it in the evening the 
“msungu” discuss the adventures of 
the day and the plans for the morrow. 
Fach night Abdi, the treafara or head 
man, comes up to get his instructions 
forgthe next morning, and soon after- 
w Abdullah, the cook, appears and 
waits for his orders for the breakfast 
hour. 

Abdullah is the color of night, and 
no One ever seés him approach or go 
away. He simply appears and often 
stands only a few feet away before 

@ne is aware of his presence. And 
‘after he speaks, one sees Only a 

@f white teeth looming up 56 feet 
the ground. If any important

Travelerg Hear of Mountain’s Strange 
ae ~ Mystery. 

Well,on this night as we sat talking 
by the campfire, Abdl, our headman, 
gu inly appeared and squatted down. 
Boon after up came Askar, who also 
Squattad down, and we knew that we 
were in for some umusual sort of 
“shauri.” It wae then that Askar told 
of the strange mystery of the moun- 
tain. 

“Askar says,” spoke Abdi, interpret- 
ing. Askar's imperfect English, 
up in the mountain there is a big door 
and a great cave. He went up with a 
Frenehman, and the guides refused to 
go. Then the Frenchman threatened 
to kill them if they would not go. They 
were frightened, because all the na- 
tives die who go to the big door and 
see the boiling fountain through the 
Goor. Askar say all the natives ran 
eway, but the Frenchman go on.” 

“Did Askar see the door?” ; 

“Askar says he see the door and h 
gee the fountain through some glasses. 
Then he ran away.” 

‘Can, Askar take us up to the cave 
and the Big Dood?” 

There was then a long discussion in 
Bomali between Askar and Abdi, which 
finally was briefly rendered into Eng- 
lish. Askar would show wus the way. 

We then sent for the sultan of the 
Ketosh tribe and interviewed him. He 
was singularly reticent about the sub- 
fect, and both he and the other natives 
called in used all their crude _  intel- 
ligence to discourage any attempt to 
go up into those districts that were 
ao full of strange, forbidding influ- 
ences. They said there were no trails, 
and when we said we would go any- 
way; they said there was a trall, but 
that {it was so tangled with under- 
growth and vines that one had to 
oréep through it, like an animal. We 
etill sald we would go, and told the 
sultan to get us guides, for which 
we would pay well. 

Native Guides Deterred by Fear. 

All this happened while we were in 
the Ketosh village that lies on the 
siopeof the mountain just beneath the 
@reat rock wall, 1,000 feet high, whose 
upper rim is honeycombed with the 
ancient caves of the aborigines. For 
Gays we had stopped there, endeavor- 
ing to get food and guides, and for 
Gays the sultan and his people haa 
placed every obstacle in the way of 
our ascending higher the mysterious 
and comparatively unknown mountain. 
The great rock escarpment shut off 
the view of the peaks beyond, but we 
felt that if once we could scale the 
Qrst precipitous slope we would find 
traveling much easier on the gentile 
slope of the mountain. 

At ‘last, after persuasion, threats, 
money and pleading had in turn been 
tried, the sultan brought his son and 
eaid that his son would gulde us. 

The @0on was the craftiest and 
erookedest looking native I had seen 
in Africa. After one look at him, yon 
were filled with such distrust and sus-

him if he said he thought it was going 
to rain, or that crops were looking up. 

With this man as a guide, and with 
four more who were tempted by the 
bright red blankets we gave, our 
caravan started on one of the 
strangest and perhaps most foolhardy 
trips that presumably sane people ever 
made. In the first place, probably 
fewer than half a dozen white men 
had ever ascended Mount Elgon. There 
were no adequate maps of the region, 
and the one we had was woefully in- 
accurate, It was made as if from 
telegraphic description, and the only 
thing in which it proved trustworthy 
was that there was a mountain there 
and that it was about 14,200 feet high, 
and that the line separating British 
East Africa from Uganda ran through 
the orater at the top. 

Food Supply Limits Trip te a ‘Week. 

Our delay at the Ketosh village had 
greatly reduced our food supplies for 
the porters, and there was only enough 
left to last six days. In that time we 
should have to ascend the mountain 
and descend to some place where food 
supplies could be procured. It all 
looked quite Quixotic. We bought two 
bullock’, a sheep, and a goat, and, 
with our guides ahead, our entire 
safari of over 100 sauls turned to- 
ward the grim heights that shot up 
before us. , 

The trall for the first 1,000 feet of 
ascent was steep and hard to climb. 
The rocks high above us were speckled 
with natives, who gazed down in 
wonder at the strange spectacle. These 
were the cave dwellers. After an 
hour or more we reached the crest of 
the rim and then continued through 
elephant grass 10 feet high, then dense 
forest, and finally through miles of 
clean, cool, shadowy bamboos—always 
steadily climbing. The trail was fairly 
good and our progress was encourag~ 
ing. 
aera were many elephant pits in the 
bamboo forest, but they were all an- 
cient ones, half filled with decayed 
leaves and obviously unused for half 
}a@ century or more. From some of 
i'them fairly large sized trees had 
grown. Sometimes in the midst of 
these great, silent, light green forests 
we came upon giant trees, tangled 
and gnarled, with trunks 20 or 30 feet 
in circumference. In vain we looked 
for the impassable trail] the natives had 


warned us to expect. 


Waterfall Curtains tuntrance to Won- 
derful Cave. 

Late in the afternoon we camé to a 
wonderful cave, over the mouth of 
which a wonderful fan-shaped water- 

My ane- 
roid barometer indicated an elevation 
of 8,200 feet, showing that we hed 
climbed ‘2,700 feet since morning. We

forest and pitched our tents on ground

crackled merrily as the chill air of 
night came down upon us. From the 
forest came the multitude of sounds 
that told of strange birds and animals 
that were out on their natural hunt 
for food. 

Early in the morning the safari was 
sent on with the guides while we re- 
mained to explore the cave. It was an 
immense cavern, with an entrance hall, 


or foyer, about 30 feet high and a hun- 

dred feet in length. Along the inner 
edge were the crumbling remains of 
litthe mud and water huts that had 
been occupied by people a long time 
before. Beyond this great entrance 
hall were passages that led into other 
vast, echoing caverns with domes like 
those of a cathedral. 

Countless thousands of bats darted 
about us as our voices brokethe silence 
of ages, and in pleces the deposits of 
the bats were 2 or 8 feet dep. It 
staggered one’s senses to think how 
long these bats had dwelt within the 
labyrinth of caverns and passageways. 

We explored the cave for a quarter 
of a mile or so, stumbling, stooping, 
climbing and sliding down precipitous 
slopes. Far off in the darkness sound- 
ed the steady drip, drip, drip of water, 
and several times our progress was 
stepped by black lakes into which a 
tossed stone would tell of depths that 
might be almost bottomless. We fired 
our shotguns and the loosened dirt and 
rocks and the thunder of thousands of 
bats’ wings was enough to terrify the 
senses. 

There is no telling how many centu- 
ries or ages these caves have stood as 
they stand today. Doubtless the wild 
tribes of the mountain have occupied 
them for thousands of years, and 
doubtless a thousand years from now 
the descendants of these tribes of peo- 
ple and bats will still be there in the 
cistern-like caverns with the broad 
fan of sparkling water spreading like 
a beautiful curtain across the great 
archway of an entrance. 


Natives’ Terror Dispels Chance of Sleep 

That night, after hours of climbing 
through great forests and across 
grassy slopes gay with countless vari- 
eties of beautiful and strange flowers, 
jwe pitched camp ona ewind-swept 
height 11,000 feet up. The peaks of 
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The Washerobos’-Home in the Depth of the Forest. 


the mountain rose high 
only a mile or so farther on. 
When the night fell the cold was 
intense, and we huddled about the 
campfire for warmth. Around each of 
the porters’ campfires the humped-up 


above us 


in sight of it was its summit capped 
with snow, A few species of small ani- 
mals live in the crater, but no human 
beings. At night ice formed in the 
little poole where 
furious wind, biting cold, swept down 


natives crouched and dreamed of che | 
| 


warm valleys far below in the dark- 
ness. 
irritable, for just as we were prepar- 
ing to turn in there suddenly came a 
succession of screams from one of the 
groups—screams of a boy in mortal 
The sounds breaking out s0 
unexpectedly in the silent night were 
enough to freeze the blood in one’s 
veins. I never heard such frantic 
screams—like those that might come 
from a torture chamber. 

One, of the porters had become infu- 
riated by one of the “totos’’—smal) 
boys who go along to help the porters 


|—and had started in to beat him. The 


boy was probably more frightened 
than hurt, but the matter was one de- 
manding instant punitive action. So 
Abdi, the headsman, immediately in- 
flicted it in a most satisfying manner. 

Once more the silence of the moun- 
tain fell upon the camp, but it was 
hours before the shock to one’s senses 
could be forgotten. I never before, nor 
never again expect to hear screams 
more harrowing or terrifying. 


Little Known Peak Reveals Gorgeous 
Panorama. 

The next day a Martian sitting upon 
his planet with a powerful glass might 
have seen the amazing sight of three 
horses, one mule, two bullocks, a goat,: 
and a sheep, preceded and followed by 
over a hundred human beings, painful- 
ly creep over the rim of the crater and 
breathlessly pause before the great 
panorama of Africa that ley stretched 
out for hundreds of*miles on all sides. 
It was as though an army had as- 
cended Mount Blanc, and thus Hanni- 
bal crossing the Alps was repeated 
on a small scale. 

Leaving our horses on the rim of the 
crater, a few of us climbed the high- 
est peak, 14,375 feet high, as register- 
ed by my aneroid barometer, and stood 
where very few had _ stood before, 
Even the official height of the moun- 
tain, as given on the maps, was found 
to be inaccurate, and illustrated how 
Vaguely the geographers knew the 
mountain. 

That night we camped on the crater, 
1,200 feet up, and washed in a boiling 
sulphur spring that sprang from the 
rocks on the Uganda side. Perhaps 
this was the boiling fountain the 
superstitious natives feared, for it was 
the only one we saw. And perhaps the 
great gorge through which the river 
Turkwel, or Suam, flowed on its long 
journey north was the door that Askar 
had told us about. It was the only door 
we saw, but Askar gaid the door he 
meant was away off somewhere else, 
and he was so vague and confused in 
his bearings that we felt his informa- 
tion was untreliable. 

Titanic Ancient Crater New Mountaia 
Valley. 

The crater of Mount Elgon has long 
since lost any resemblance to a vol- 
canic crater. It is a great valley, or 
bowl, surrounded by a lofty rim that 
in reality is a considerable chain of 
mountains. The bowl is two or three 
miles long and as much wide, with tall 
grass growing on the small hills inside 


and thousands upon thousands of curi-j| 


ous cactuslike trees. Several mountain 
streams tumble down from the gorges 
between the peaks and. uniting, flow 
out of the big gap in one stream, the 
river Turkwel, which separates Ugan- 
da from British East Africa. 

Mount Elgon is not an tmportant 
mountain and on most occasions there 
is no snow on its peaks. Only one time 


I suppose the cold made them ' 


from the peaks and eddied out of the 
great gap where the Turkwel flows. 
Forsaken by Guides, Party Biases New 
Trail, 

| To all of our safari it was a welcome 
hour when we struck camp, prepara- 
tory to leaving the crater for the lower 
jlevels. The guides said there were only 
two ways out, one by the Turkwel 
gorge and the other by the route up 
which we came. The former might lead 
us far from any sources of food sup- 
plies, which by that time were becom- 
ing imperatively necessary, and the 
latter was undesfrable unless as a last 
resort. After some deliberation we re- 
solved to climb over the eastern rim 
and strike straight for the Nzoia river. 
No one had ever been Known to take 
this course, but we felt that we could 
cut our way out and make trails suffi- 
cient to follow. 

The guides refused to go, because 
by doing so they would enter a dis- 
trict where they might encounter 
tribes hostile to their own. On one 
side of this mountain there was a bit- 
ter tribal war even then under way. 
So we cheerfully said goodby to the 
| Elgonyi guides and slowly climbed the 
rock rim and started for the unknown, 

For two days we climbed downward, 
sometimes along ancient elephant

during the several weeks that we were tratiis and sometimes along the sheep 


trails made by the flocks of mountain 
‘tribes. Several times we came upon 
deserted Wanderobo villages, and it 
was evident the natives who occupied 
them were abandoning their homes in 
‘terror before our descending column. 
Sometimes we groped our way through 
great forests in which there was no 
trail to follow, and sometimes we cut 


like a solid wall of vegetation. 
Abrupt Cliffs Necessitate Doubling on 
Trail, 

Upon several occasions we came to 
impossible places where an abrupt 
cliff? would necessitate a tiresome re- 
turn. and a new attempt. Once we 
came to a little clearing in the vast 
forest where the grass was like a 
lawn and where towering trees rose 
like ‘the arches of a great cathedral 
a hundred feet above. It was the most 
beautiful, serene and majestic spot I 
have ever seen. Even the religious 
grandeur of Nikko’s cryptomeria aisles 
was incomparable to this. 

One afternoon our column found it- 
self hopelessly lost in a jungle growth 
so’ dense that one could penetrate it 
only by cutting a tunnel through, and 
for hours we backed and backed and 
made microscopic progress. At last 
the head of the column came to an 
abrupt drop of a couple hundred feet, 
which seemed an effectual bar to all 
further progress. The cliff fell off at 
an anglé of 60 degrees, with its slope 
densely matted with" heavy scrub and 
underbrush. It was necessary to either 
retrace our steps through that long 
and heart-breaking jungle or else find 
a way down the cliff. The water was 
gone and the horses must be gotten 
to water before night. 

Then followed the most dramatic 
episode of our trip. We simply fe)’ 
over the cliff, plunging, caroming and 
ricocheting down through the masse 
of vegetation. How the horses go’ 
down I shall never: known and sha!’ 
always consider as a miracle. An¢ 
how the burden-bearing porters man. 
aged to met their loads down is ever 
more of a mystery. 

Bomewhere down below we heard th- 
cry of a baby! 

Plunge Dewn Cliff te Ready Cooke?

That meant there must be humapr 
habitation near, and, of course, 
mountain stream, and perhaps guider 
to lead us out of the mountain fast- 
ness. A few moments more of fallin- 
and sliding and plunging, and the ad 
vance guard came into a tiny clearinre 
where a fire was burning. A _ rude 
Wanderobo shack, built around the 
base of a towering tree from which 
fell great festoong of giant creepers 
stood in the center of the clearing 
Bome food, still hot, was found in the 
vessels in which it had been cooking 
And yet there was not a soul in sight. 
The people had fled and had been swa!- 
lowed up in the silent depths of the 
forest. 

We called and shouted, but no an- 
swer came. Some of our porters pro- 
ceeded to rob the shack of its store of 
wild honey, but were apprehended in 
time and were threatened with»violen: 
punishment if it continued. Then we 
prepared to make camp. There was nc 
space for our tents, and trees had to 
be cut down and a little clearing was 
made. Here the tents were huddled 
together, clinging to the _ sloping 
mountain side. Darkness fell and then 
@ most wonderful thing happened. 
Mother Res- 


One of the tent boys who was 
searching for firewood in the darken- 
ing forest found a little naked baby. 


'barely three months old. It had been 
thrown away as its mother, as she 


our way through dense jungle thickets | 
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Coming Down the Mountain. 
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thought, fled for her life. The baby 
was brought into camp, wrapped up 
and care for, and it will never know 
mear it came to being devoured by a 
leopard or forest hog. It was the cry- 
ing of this baby that we heard, and 
we assumed that its mother had cast 
it aside so that its wailing would not 
betray the hiding place of the remain- 
der of her family. One can only imag- 
ine what her terror must have been 
and how courageous she must have 
been to make this sacrifice in the com- 
mon interest. 

Now, a 3-months-old baby is a good 
deal of a problem for a safari to han- 
die. In our equipment we had made 
no provision for the care of infants. 
We could wrap it up and keep it warm 
and feed it canned milk, but I !magine 
the proper care of a little babe re- 
quires even more than that. It was 
imperative that we find the mother be- 
fore the baby died. 

So we first enjoined our mob of por- 
ters, who are chronically noisy, to be 
quiet under penalty of a severe Kiboko 
punishment. We then sent out “Kavi- 
rondo,” the big, good natured porter 
who always acted as our interpreter 
when dealing with the natives of the 
mountain district. He spoke the dia- 
lects of the Wanderobo tribes. He 
vas a messenger of peace, and he was 
told to shout out through the forest 
that we were friendly, that we had the 
baby, and that the mother should come 
and get it. We felt absolutely certain 
that the- soung@ of his voice . would 
carry to where the mother was hid- 
den. 

For an hour or more we heard the 
strong voice of Kavirondo crying out 
his message of peace, and yet no an- 
swering cry came from the black 
depths of the forest. It began to look 
as if we were one little black baby 
ahead. In the meantime the baby was 
behaving beautifully. It was wrapped 
warmly in a bath towel, and seemed 
to enjoy the attention it was receiving. 
Some one suggested that we leave it 
in the shack and then all retire so 
that the mother could creep in and 
recover it.. But this had one objec- 
tion—a leopard might creep in first. 


Parents Convinced of Friendly Intent. 


We cooked our dinner ana away oft! 


in the forest came the echoing shouts 
of Kavirondo, The camp settled down 
to quiet and the camp fires twinkiled 
among the towering trees. Then some 
one rushed in to say that the father 
and mother had come in. Kavirondo 
had restored the baby! There was an 
instant impulse to dush down to see 
the glad reunion, but better counsel 
prevailed. Such a charge, en masse, 
even though friendly, might frighten 
the natives away. Se Akeley alone 
went down and assured the father and 
mother that we were friendly, and 


tnat nothing would harm them. And) 


when he came back it was to report 
that the parents and the little baby 
were peacefully installed into their 
forest home again. 

Early in the morning we went down 
to see Our strange friends. They had 
greatly increased in number during 
the night. There were now one man, 
two of his wives, an old woman, eight 
children and the tiny baby. AN fear 
had vanished, and they seemed certain 
that no harm was likely to come to 
them, 

The man was a good looking, strong- 
ly-built native with fine honest eyes. 
The women were comely and the chil- 
dren positively handsome. I have 
never seen such a healthy, fine-eyed, 
well-built assortment of childhood, 
ranging all the way from 3 months up 
to 8 or 9 years of age. He was the 
president of the Anti-Race Suicide 
Club. We gave them all presents— 
beads to the children and brass wire 
to the women. We also made up a 
little fund of rupées for the baby, al- 
though money seemed to mean noth- 
ing to any of them. They had never 
seqn white men before and probably 
knew nothing of metal monéy. Beads. 
and brass wire were the only currenty 
they knew. We tried to protograph 
them, but the shades in the forest 
were deep and the light was too bed 
for successful pictures. 

Continual Warfare Cause of Fear. 

Little by little we got their story. 

There was warfare between the for- 
est people and the savage Kara Mojas 
to the north. Neither side could ever 
tell when a band of the foe would 
swoop down upon them, killing $he 
men, stealing the sheep and seizing 
the women. Only a few months be- 
fore one of the Kara Mojas had come 
in and stolen some sheep, and in re- 
turn our Wanderobo friend had sallied 
forth, killed the Kara Moja and cap- 
tured his wife. It was the latter whe 
wus now the mother of the Little baby, 
and she seemed quite reconciled to the 
change. 

When the night before the liittle 
famiiy around the camp fire heard the 
crashing of brushes and the hacking 
of underbrush and the shouts of our 
porters they thought a great force of 
the Kara Mojas were upon them. §8o 
they fied in terror. The baby cried 
and, fearful that its wails would be- 
tray their hiding place, they had cast 
it away in the bushes. Then they had 
fled into the depths of the forest and, 
huddled together in silent fear, waited 
in the hope that the Kara Mojas would 
leave. Finally they heard Kavirondo's 
shouts and then after hours of inde- 
cision they decided to come in. 
Grateful Wanaderobe Reveals Secret 

That is the end of the story. The 
Wanderobo, grateful to us, led us by 
secret trails out of the wilderness, or 
as far as he dared to go. He led us to 
the edge of the enemy’s country and 
then returned.to his forest home. 

In a couple of days of hard march- 
ing, one of which was through soak- 
ing torrents of rain, without food for 
ten hours, we reached the Nzola river. 
Our mountain troubles were over. 
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Coming from all quarters of the 
United States loyal Daughters of the 
American Revolution made their way 
to Washington, D. C., to assemble in 
beautiful Me morial Continental Hall, 
the home of the national society D.

The Confederate States Army .“Me- 
morial Hall Association was {ncorpor- 
ated November 18, 1909, undgp: the 
state laws of Texas, to build a me-

AND IS A GREAT EVENT FOR CLUB WOMEN 


Of the thousands of women’s clubs 
in America and Europe it would be 
hard to find one which has not a com- 
mittee working for and with the grand 
national association for the study and 
prevention of tuberculosis. Therefore 
the club world rejoices at the great 
success that is already assured for the 
society, and throughout the world that 
ministers of every creed have united 
to tell their people the s.ories of the 
great white plague, and in a measure 
how to prevent it. 

Who Are Helping. 


Dr. Livingston Farrand, the execu- 
tive secretary of the association, states 


that ten years ago the cooperation of 
a labor union, a@ fraternal organization 
or @ church in any movement against 
tuberculosis was unheard of. ‘ 

Today every church in the country 
is at work. Over 1,000,000 club wo- 
men, 2,000,000 school children, all the 
fraternal orders, insurance companies, 
labor tnions—indeed, in all, over 10,- 
000,000 people united with but one in- 
tent to stamp out the evil of tubercu- 
losis and everything on which the germ 
feeds and multiplies. 

And What of the Press? 
And the newspapers, the faithful 


sade are giving hundreds of columns 
daily to the subject. In fact, it is said 
by those who know, that hardly a 
paper appears that has not something 
about tuberculosis. 

Twenty-five years ago Dr. Trudeau 
hed hard work to obtain $10,000 for 
experimental work. Last year there 
was $8,180,621.50 spent in tuberculosis 
work and it is reckoned that the 
amount will be larger next year. 

And in all this great work the club 
woman will do her part. Not generally 
having large sums to donate, the club 
woman gives time and labor and aids

For Mountain Girls. 


An industrial school for mountain 
girls, at Mineral Bluff, Ga., is the 
cherished desire of the Georgia Moun- 
tain Educational Association. 

Mineral Bluff has a population of 
300 souls. It is romantically located 
on the Louisville and Nashville rai)- 
road, In the héart of the Blue Ridge 
section of the state. Here is salubri- 
oue climate, excollent agricultural 
possibilities. splendiq water power. Its 
principal industrial concern is a tan- 
nery. At Ducktown, 12 miles away, 
is a big copper mine. 

Dotting the hillsides around about 
are the homes of the typical moun- 
taineers—unpainted, two-room or one- 
rocm abodes. The forebears of these 
simple folk lost themselves in the 
mountains about a century ago. Had 
they inclined toward the sea instead, 
their posterity might have been a 
cultured people today.

TIFTON DAUGHTERS 
ERECT FINE MONUMENT 

The Charlotte Carson Chapter, 
Daughters of the Confederacy, Tifton, 
has been hard at work for a year to 
secure a monument at Tifton to the 
living and dead Confederate soldiers. 
By untiring energy and unflagging 
zeal they have succeeded, and the 
monument has been erected and is 
ready now for the unveiling cére- 
montes which will be held on Memori- 
al day, Tuesdav, April 26. 

The shaft, with its base, is entirely 
of Georgia marble, is 10 feet square 
at the base, and stands 28 feet high, 
surmounted by the figure of a soldier, 
life size, with arms at rest, looking 
southward. On the south side is the 
inscription “Confederate” and above, 
“Lest We Forget.” On the west, 
‘Dedicated to Our Living and Dead 
Soldiers, 1861-1845.’ On the north, 
“tInveiled April 26, 1910,” and on the 
east, “Erected bv Charlotte Carson 
Chanter, United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, Tifton, Ga.”

For example, one artist whose single 
salary ig $800 per night will have had 
before the close of the geason fifty- 
four performances, or a total of $42,200 
for her twenty-five weeks. There are 
scores of artists whose salaries run 
into hundreds of dollars per night, and 
it is the singers whose salaries are 
not the highest who earn through a 
greater number of performances as 
nuch or more than those who get the 
alaries involving four figures, as in- 
stanced above. 

Salaries of Musicians. | 

The next item of expense in salaries 
ire the musicians, of whom there are 
.00 engaged for the season. Now, 
hese are not ordinary musicians who 
lay at the union scale of wages, al- 
‘hough they must be unlon men and 
‘eceive the minimum wage for operatic 
yrchestral playing, which is the high- 
‘st of all scales. For example, one 
irst horn player receives $160 per 
veek; a harp player receives $125 per 
yeek, and so on. Many of these mu- 
iclans receive wages running to $100 
er week, and all receive extra pay 
or rehearsals after the first rehearsal 
f any opera. Wheat this meang may 
e understood when it is known that 
ne first performance of “Die Meister- 
nger’ wag not given until there had 
een forty rehearsals. 

These musicians are divided into two 
‘rchestras in order that when one is 
laying an opera the other may either 
e rehearsing or playing at one of 
he 185 performances given outside of 
he Metropolitan Opera house and on 
our. 

The cost of the first orchestra alone 

aS averaged $9,000 per week and the 

‘cond orchestra but a little less. 

There are 260 choristers whose sal- 

ries average $30 per week and their 
eason is six weeks longer than the 

‘pera season Itself, or a total of 31 
veeks. During the past summer these
